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THE ANTICS OF THE LIQUOR MEN 


au l is time for all good men and women 

to keep their eyes open, for the ene- 

my of the individual, the home, the 

state, and the Church, is on the alert 
to gain every possible advantage. The liquor 
dealers of our land are aroused, and are do- 
ing everything possible to regain their losses 
of recent years. The daily papers give the 
most abundant proof of this fact, and, alas, 
in many instances the daily papers are in 
league with the whiskey elements, helping 
them to regain as far as possible the terri- 
tory which has been swept away from their 
business in recent years. Shame on the 
paper which thus allies itself with such an 
unholy work. 


A few days ago we saw in the columns of 
a great daily the following: 


Lexington, Ky., January 6.—In the course 


of his message to the City Council to-night , 


Mayor John Skain had this to say on the 
liquor problem : 

“T am not in accord with a great number 
of our citizens who believe that prohibition 
prohibits. In my judgment there is but one 
solution of this question, and that is high 
license and rigid police regulation. 

“I therefore suggest to your honorable body 
that the license for saloons in this city 
be placed at $500, as you have the right to do 
under the charter. I have discussed this 
question with men engaged in the saloon 
business, and a majority are in favor of it.” 

We should like to know if the Mayor of 
Lexington believes that the laws against mur- 
der prohibit that crime. If not, then we 
should like to know if he would favor the 
repeal of all the laws of Kentucky which 
stand against murder? If not, why not? If 
he wishes the laws against the sale of liquor 
abolished because in the face of the law 
some liquor is sold, why not also move to 
have the laws against murder abolished be- 
cause some murder is accomplished in the 
face of the laws of the State which are 
against it? 


In his judgment there is but one solution 
of the whiskey problem, and that is high li- 
cense. Yes, we see! In the opinion of the 
Mayor of that town nothing will do but to 
give the liquor business a chance to ruin the 
lives of many of its citizens. He has dis- 
cussed the question with the liquor men, 
and he says a majority of them are in favor 
of it. Oh, yes, surely! Why did he not dis- 
cuss it with the prohibition people and tell 
how they stand? The Mayor talks of a rigid 
police regulation! Ah, who ever heard of the 
police being rigid in regulating the liquor 
business? We know what that means—a plea 
for liberty under restraint, with the under- 
standing that the restraint will be only in 
name! They only wish a chance, and then 
they will show where they stand. A rigid 
police regulation, indeed! That is talk for 
a purpose, and the purpose is to get the sem- 
blance of protection, which would mean noth- 
ing more than a sham! Gentlemen of the 
whiskey business, we have no thought what- 
ever of giving up to any idea of that kind. 
We are in for prohibition that gives no more 
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right to the liquor business than the laws 
against murder give license to the murderer 
to practice murder among the people without 
paying the penalty for his wrong-doing. 

Here is another instance of their work in 
which they seek to get rid of the prohibition 
law out in Oklahoma: 

Muskogee, Okla., January 6.—Judge Camp- 
bell, in the United States District Court, to- 
day heard arguments in the suits to enjoin 
the enforcement of the state liquor law. Dan- 
ciger Bros., of Kansas City, Mo.; Thixton, 
Millet & Co., of Louisville, Ky., and O. F. 
Halleit, of Gailesville, Texas, brought the ac- 
tion, asking that the Oklahoma officials be 
enjoined from confiscating liquor sent into 
the state by these firms. 

Although the people of Oklahoma have said 
liquor shall not be sold within the bounds of 
the State, yet these liquor men are asking 
the law to prohibit the officials from confis- 
eating their liquors which they are shipping 
into the State contrary to the laws of that 
people. Alas, what is law in the sight of a 
liquor dealer? The day is at hand when the 
battle must be re-enforced against the liquor 
business, or they will make non-effective our 
laws and destroy the good work of outlawing 
that business. We must be on the alert. or 
lose what we have gained! 

Columbus, Ohio, January 6.—So long as it 
is “purely neighborly” the act of a person 
purchasing a flask of whiskey in wet terri- 
tory and bringing it to a friend residing in 
a dry section is not a violation of the Rose 
county local option law, if the act is not for 
profit, is the ruling of the Common Pleas and 
Circuit Courts of Logan County. 

That decision amounts to a nullification of 
the law, for in almost any community some 
man can be found to handle liquor as a 
“neighborly act,” and of course, it will be 
quite as easy to find a man to prove that it 
was a neighborly act, and thus in a large meas- 
ure invalidate the law and give the business 
liberty in the face of law, and so bring dis- 
order and confusion and drunkenness into.a 
community. 

There is but one thing to do, viz.: Stand 
like a stone wall against the whole business. 
It is time for the men and women who are 
in favor of law and order and sobriety to 
take a bold stand against every form of 


this curse. We have no room for it in any 
shape.

The daily papers announce that Rev. J. H. 
Jowett of Birmingham, England, has been 
ealled to the Fifth Avenue Presbyterian 
church of New York at the largest salary 
ever paid by a New York congregation—$12,- 
000 as a salary and a home valued at $5,000 
a year. 


Dr. Jowett, as many of our readers know, 
is a man of fine ability, and one of the world’s 
leaders in devotional literature and thought. 
We are glad to see such men come to our 
land to preach the Gospel. not that we are 
poor in a preached Gospel, but men of his spir- 
it and caliber are not too many, and he will, 
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under the favor of the Lord, be a blessing to 
the cause of Christ in the United States. We 
notice that he is a Congregational preacher, 
but called to serve a Presbyterian church. 
So the Christian Church is not the only 
church that has such experiences, and we 
mention that only to say such things need 
not discourage us. Let us rather bid them

JAPAN’S DANGER 


Bishop Williams of the Episcopal Chureh, 
in an address at Detroit makes some start- 
ling predictions concerning Japan, to the ef- 
fect that she must renounce paganism, or 
give place to China as the leader of the Ori- 
ent.

The 
crowds are increasing and souls are saved 
at every service. But I must keep lowly in 
spirit and holy in life, or my words will be 
drained of all power above the mere human 
qualities of logic, rhetoric and elocution, 
which are entirely insufficient for the Gospel 
preacher’s mission.” How true are these 
words! If the Gospel preacher has no power 
but that which comes to him through the 
human qualities of logic, rhetoric and elocu- 
tion, most certainly. he will have ae sheaves 
to lay at last at the Master’s feet—he will 
have nothing but leaves to present, leaving 
the Spirit to grieve over unused talents, over 
wasted opportunities and the inglorious fail- 
ure of the preacher’s life. God help us all 
as ministers to keep lowly in spirit, and to 
seek the power that is far above the powers 
of logic, rhetoric and elocution. The minis- 
ter needs divine enduement—and nothing else 
can possibly take its place. To be a real 
blessing in winning souls he must have power 
front on high. May the Spirit move us all 


to seek this gift, and the more so since noth- 
ing can become a substitute for it.

Thoughts for the New Year, 1910

At this season of the year, we see many il- 
lustrations representing the receding and the 
coming year. That most frequently used is 
the old year represented as an aged man; 
the new year represented as a babe or youth. 

The truth they convey, is most impressive. 
The old year, like the aged man, has reached 
the limit of its time and opportunity and 
must die—must pass from time into eternity. 
The new year comes as a babe, pure, unsul- 
lied, filled with new life, new vigor, un- 
tried possibilities and a book with clean, 
white pages upon which to write the record 
and history of the days to come, with new 
achievements, new victories and all that goes 
to make up the duties and experiences of 
the days as they come and go. And as a 
babe, it greets us with an expression of 
bright expectancy, sure that the coming days 
will be filled with happiness and prosperity 
for all. 

The spiritual application, or parallel is, 
that as the “old man’—representing the old 
year—passes away, never to return, even so 
our old life with the many things that have 
combined to make that life real—the things 
that have sweetened and brought sunshine 
and joy and gladness and peace into our 
hearts and lives; and besides these, on the 
other hand, have been the ever recurring 
cares and crosses, failures and losses, per- 
plexities and doubts, dissatisfaction and dis- 
appointment,—must also pass away; the old 
desires and old affections must give place to 
the new and better life, represented in the 
“babe” in all its purity and loveliness. 


What has. been the record of the past 
year? Has it been governed and controlled 
by the old self-iife, or the new Christ-life? 
If the old self-life, this should die; nay, must 
die in order that the “new man, CHRIST 
JESUS” may reign supreme in the heart and 
life. Paul in writing to the Colossians, gives 
us an excellent text :—‘“But now, ye also put 
off all these, (old things)—anger, wrath, 
malice, blasphemy, filthy communication out 
of your mouth. Lie not one to another, see- 
ing that ye have put off the old man with 
his deeds and have put on the new man 
which is renewed in knowledge after the 
image of Him that created him.” Col. 3: 
8-10. And then in the subsequent verses of 
the same chapter, he tells them the things 
to put on—(the new things)—the things 
belonging to the “new man” Christ Jesus :— 
“Put on therefore as the elect of God, holy 
and beloved, bowels of mercies, (or, a heart 
of compassion), kindness, humbleness of 
mind, meekness, longsuffering, forbearance, 
forgiveness and charity.” And again in his 
letter to the Philippians, recognizing the fact 
that his past had not been up to the full 
standard and that there was still much 
ahead to be “apprehended,” or “laid hold 
upon,” he writes, “but this one thing I do, 
forgetting the things which are behind and 
stretching forward to the things which are 
before, I press on toward the goal unto the 
prize of the high (or upward) calling of 
God in CHRIST JESUS.” Phil. 3:13, 14. 
Bg... 

There are three view-points from which it 


would be well to consider our life’s path- 
way at the opening of the New Year, viz.: 
As it appears in its Retrospect, Introspect 
and Prospect. 

RETROSPECT 


Let us look back, and as we read in Deut. 
4:32, “Ask now of the days that are past.” 
And as we listen in the deep solitude of our 
own heart to what they tell us, we find that 
each has a different story ; no two days have 
been or ever will be just the same. 

As we sit and muse over the bygone days, 
what memories are awakened! Each day, 
each week, each month pass before us in 
panorama and we note here the kindness 
and love and joy we have received or given; 
and then perhaps over against them comes the 
memory of times we would fain forget, when 
through some sharp word, or unkind act, or 
unused opportunity, the sunshine of life has 
been overcast by a shadow and the dark- 
ness of anger, or malice has made that day, 
one of gloom and sadness. So through all 
the days, there are gleams of sunshine, 
clouds of sorrow or disappointment of one 
kind or another, and winds of temptation. 
But each day has its purpose, for Job tells 
us that “Days should speak and multitudes 
of years should teach wisdom.” Job 32:7. 

The question which naturally arises in 
our mind just now is Do we, or shall we 
profit by the experiences of the past days? 
Do they, or shall they, teach us the wisdom 
of which James writes and for which he 
bids us ask of God—“If any of you lack wis- 
dom, let him ask of God that giveth to all 
men liberally and upbraideth not. and it 
shall be given him.” James 1:5. 

Oh! it is wise to observe the days as they 
pass and note wherein we can improve upon 
them in the coming days; note the opportu- 
nities for good, some of which we have used 
and some of which have slipped beyond our 
grasp, and learn how best to use them in 
the future; note the errors and mistakes of 
life and avoid their recurrence. 

We sing sometimes, “Watchman, tell us of 
the night; what its signs of promise are.” 
So let us even while we read, look back and 
review the time thus passed beyond recall 
and listen to the voice of the “watchman” 
as he tells us the conditions of the “night” 
that is passing; profit by his warnings and 
take courage as he tells us “what the signs 
of promise are.” Truly, the “watchman” 
will keep us informed if we listen to his 
voice and heed his cry. 

With us, in this age, the “watchman” is 
the Holy Spirit and He will ever keep guard 
over our hearts and lives if we place them 
in His keeping. He will “tell us of the 
night,” and reveal to us the hidden things 
of the days that are past, even some of the 
mysteries of the living God, in fulfillment of 
our Lord Jesus Christ’s promise that the 
“Comforter” would “guide into all truth” 
and would reveal unto His disciples the 
things they could not understand until He 
had gone unto the Father and the Holy Spir- 
it should come in power. 

And, as we listen, we hear the “Watch- 
man” cry, “The night is far spent, the day 
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is at hand, the coming of the Lord draweth 
nigh!” And our hearts know that He tells 
us true; and knowing this, can we as truly 
and sincerely respond, “Even so, come LORD 
JESUS?” We know that the “signs of prom- 
ise” are that HE, the Son of man, Son of 
God, in whom all hopes for ETERNAL LIFE 
are centered, will very soon, perhaps before 
the close of the year 1910, come the second 
time “without sin unto salvation,” even unto 
those who “love His appearing;” and hav- 
ing been once made a “sin-offering” on the 
cross of Calvary, and having borne our sins 
and suffered ignominy and shame, that we 
through Him might be saved, He will come 
the second time in the glory and majesty 
of the King of kings and Lord of lords. Are 
we ready for this fulfillment of the “signs 
of promise?’ 

Retrospection is good, but it should not 
end all. Having looked back long enough to 
feel encouraged with past success, and 
warned by past failure and having seen 
wherein the future may be crowned with 
greater success and the failures of the past 
corrected, let us take another view and 
“look in.” 

INTROSPECT 


At this season of the year in commercial 
life, there is taken by each business-house, 
an inventory of stock on hand; each article 
with its respective value is carefully noted 
and this regardless of its comparative value, 
whether small or great. Things that have 
been considered as almost valueless, or of 
very little account during the year, are now 
taken into consideration and placed upon the 
stock-list. Then, when all have been care- 
fully noted and entered, the sum total of 
their value is added, the expenditures -and 
income are ascertained, the profit and loss 
is computed and when all is finished, the 
firm learns just how much has been gained 
or lost. If gain is the result, they do not 
stop the work, but continue to carry it on 
the coming year with encouraged zeal. If 
loss is the result, new methods are employed 
and every energy and effort bent to recover 
the loss and to make the business of that 
year a success and in every way try to off- 
set the failure and loss of the preceding one. 
So, in our life, let us now “take stock” of 
the business we have on hand,—LIVING 
FOR CHRIST—noting carefully to what ex- 
tent the “Christian graces” abound in our 
life, taking careful account of the little 
things we perhaps heretofore thought did 
not matter very much, and noting too, where- 
in to improve our condition. What have we 
gained during the past year? What have 
we lost? 

Oh! it is a good thing sometimes, to lose 
certain things,—the things that hinder our 
“srowth in grace;” it is good also to gain 
the best things that count for eternity; it 
is good to gain a stronger faith in God; a 
deeper love for His Son JESUS CHRIST; 
a fuller assurance of the power of the Holy 
Spirit working the will of God in us and 
all that goes to make life sweeter, nobler, 
purer and of greater service to God and our 
fellow-men. 

Paul in II Cor. 18:5, writes, “Examine 
yourselves whether ye be in the faith,” and 
the Psalmist also says, “I commune with 
mine own heart and my spirit made diligent 
search.” It is well ofttimes to “examine 
ourselves, whether we be in the faith’ for 
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the “enemy of souls” is so subtle that the 
slightest wavering is noted by him and he 
is not slow in taking advantage of any 
weakness on our part. 

Again the Psalmist asks and answers the 
following question—‘Wherewithal shall a 
young man cleanse his ways? By taking 
heed thereto according to thy Word.” Ps. 
119:9. Oh! let us ask the Holy Spirit to 
turn the search-light of the Word of God 
upon our hearts that we may see how un- 
clean are the ways of our life when com- 
pared therewith; and then, having seen, 
“take heed thereto according to THY 
WORD.” To see a danger is not sufficient, it 
is only half, for having seen the danger, 
one must needs “take heed according to” the 
Guide-book of the road on which he is trav- 
eling. And our Guide-book is sufficient to 
safely guide us along the pathway of this 
life, even into the Kingdom of our God and 
His Christ. For, “All scripture is given by 
inspiration of God, and is profitable for doc- 
trine, for reproof, for correction, for in- 
struction to righteousness: That the man of 
God may be perfect, thoroughly furnished 
unto all good works.” II Tim. 3:16, 17. 


PROSPECT 


Now, having looked back, and in, let us 
for a little while look ahead and see what 
is the prospect for the child of God, for the 
coming days of the New Year. 

Almost every one on New Year’s Day, re- 
solves to do better, to be better, to break 
certain habits, to perform certain duties, 
etc., etc. Many make these resolutions, only 
to break them in a few days, or weeks, or 
months and then become discouraged, for 
having “turned a new leaf” they are not 
able of their own strength to prevent the 
“winds of temptation” from blowing it back 
again, The Psalmist evidently proves this 
truth that man’s efforts without the aid of 
the Lord, are futile:—“Except the Lord 
build the house, they labor in vain that 
build; except the Lord keep the city, the 
watchman waketh but in vain.” Ps. 127:1. 
We can do absolutely nothing in our own 
strength. Jesus Christ Himself said, “With- 
out me, ye can do nothing,” and we have 
proven its truth, time and time again, for 
our efforts have failed except as we have 
relied upon the Christ for power and abil- 
ity to perform even the slightest work for 
Him, and we have learned by precious, prac- 
tical, experience that while we can do noth- 
ing without HIM, we “CAN do all things 
through Him _ who _ strengtheneth us.” 
“Thanks be unto God who giveth us the vic- 
tory through our LORD JESUS CHRIST.” 


There are many precious promises for our 
encouragement, setting forth God’s willing- 
ness and readiness to stand by us when we 
place our trust in Him that we may become 
earnest co-workers with our LORD JESUS 
CHRIST. 


The following are but a few of the very 
many promises along this line of thought :— 
“I will not fail thee, nor forsake thee.” Josh. 
1:5. “Hast thou not known? hast thou not 
heard, that the Everlasting God, the Lord, 
the Creator of the ends: of the earth, faint- 
eth not, neither is weary?” “He giveth pow- 
er to the faint, and to them that have no 
might He increaseth strength.” Isa. 40: 
28, 29. “Fear thou not, for I am with thee; 
be not dismayed, for I am thy God. I 


will strengthen thee; yea, I will help thee; 
yea, I will uphold thee with the right hand 
of my righteousness.” Isa. 41:10. “The 
Eternal God is thy refuge and underneath 
ARE the Everlasting Arms.” Deut. 33: 27. 
“Eye hath not seen, nor ear heard; neither 
hath it entered into the fieart of man, the 
things which God hath prepared for them 
that love Him.” I Cor. 2:9. “Blessed be 
the God and Father of our Lord Jesus Christ 
which according to His abundant mercy 
hath begotten us again unto a lively (or 
living) hope, by the resurrection of JESUS 
CHRIST from the dead to an inheritance, 
incorruptible, undefiled and that fadeth not 
away, reserved in heaven for you who are 
kept by the power of God, through faith 
unto salvation, ready to be revealed in the 
last time.”

Surely with such promises at our com- 
mand and “knowing Whom we have believed, 
we are persuaded that HE is able to keep”

that day”—the day of JESUS CHRIST. 


“Now the God of peace that brought again 
from the dead our Lord Jesus, that Great 
Shepherd of the sheep, through the blood of 
the everlasting covenant, make you perfect 
in every good work to do His will, working 
in you that which is well-pleasing in His 
sight, through Jesus Christ; to whom be 
glory forever and ever. Amen.” Heb. 13: 
20, 21.

FRANKLINTON CHRISTIAN COLLEGE 


DEAR READER :—The needs of Franklinton 
are pressing just now, and while there are 
appeals made to you through the HERALD oF 
GosPEL Lisperty for so many worthy and 
important interests, yet I know of no in- 
terest of greater importance to us as a peo- 
ple than Franklinton school. Of course, you 
will say that is because I am more acquaint- 
ed with it than any other institution. Well, 
there is something in that fact. I am of 
necessity acquainted with the fact that we 
need money to pay the necessary expenses 
of the school; and this year our expenses 
have been greatly increased because we have 
had to spend about two hundred and fifty 
dollars in furnishings for the institution. 
This outlay was absolutely necessary before 
the buildings were fit for use, and indeed 
more money should have been spent to have 
made everything comfortable. And, now, in 
addition to the above outlay, there is due 
on January 4, 1910, almost a hundred dol- 
lars for insurance, and not a dollar in the 
treasury ; in fact, the writer had to advance 
some money to pay for the furnishing bills, 
and must of course advance the money to 
pay insurance policy, unless it shall come 
in from friends of the school. Then, in ad- 
dition, there are the teachers to be paid, 
who have been at work now for nearly 
three months, without receiving a dollar for 
wages up to this date. And who among us 
can say we are treating Prof. Long and his 
teachers in this matter according to the 
Golden Rule of our creed? Perhaps the 
reader will say, let the Board of Control find 
the necessary money, or let the treasurer 
advance it. Well, as treasurer, I will an- 
swer. I have advanced all I can, and if 
the rest of the Board can advance any to 
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make some payment to Prof. Long, on ac- 
count of the eleven hundred dollars, which 
is the amount he receives for the school 
year, out of which he has to pay three or 
four teachers. If the members of Board 
of Control can advance any money, or bet- 


ter yet, if the friends of Franklinton will 


now come and help, it will relieve our minds 
and enable the treasurer to carry out the 
Golden Rule. Some years ago we had 
Thanksgiving and Christmas gifts from 
churches and Sunday-schools for Franklin- 
ton, but for past five years, these offerings 
have gone into other channels. I have no 
fault to find with this, but if the friends 
of Franklinton fail to support the school, 
I fear it will soon be like some other things 
that once belonged to us—gone. 

The people for whom this school was built, 
have in the past few years been doing much 
for its support, and much more might have 
been done, if all who had been helped by 
the school had been faithful to its interests. 
Some who have been helped most have in 
many ways worked against the school, but 
in spite of all they have said and done, the 
school is still alive and doing better work 
this year with an added teacher, Prof. Alex- 
ander, who has qualified himself for the 
work of teaching, and of whom we may ex- 
pect good for the school; but I am making 
this article too long; so I close by an appeal 
for Franklinton. Send in your offerings at

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The Resurrection of the Dead

Jesus saith unto her, I am the resurrection and 
the life: he that believeth in me though he were 
dead yet shall he live.—-John 11: 25. 


In this great world made up of many 
classes of people, there are doubting ‘Thom- 
ases, Sadducees and Pharisees. 

Many people are not certain, and they 
doubt if there be any resurrection; some de- 
clare emphatically there is no resurrection ; 
while others do not believe in much else than 
the resurrection. 

There is no danger in one’s being too 
views of Bible teaching, but 
there is much danger in his being too narrow. 

For to which class I would 
rather helong: if it were necessary for me 
to make the choice, | would rather belong 
to the Pharisees, for they had some concep- 
tion of the resurrection; of which others 
knew little. 

I cannot understand why some people do 
not believe in the resurrection. If you ask 
them, why, they answer: “Oh. yes! I be 
lieve in the resurrection, but I don’t believe 
in the resurrection of the body.” Where or 
what is your resurrection? For to resurrect 
means to rise again, a revival from the grave. 
If the body has no part in the matter, what 
is it you expect to have resurrected or re- 
vived? Oh! you say, the resurrection spoken 
of in the Scriptures, refers to the resurrec- 
tion of the dead soul, or some invisible some- 
thing; but what did Jesus say of Himself. 
“Handle me, and see; for a spirit hath not 
flesh and bones, as ye see me have.” What 
did He mean? Did He deceive them, or 
had He actually been resurrected from the 
dead, and now stands before them a renewed. 
and spiritual body, ready to enter the courts 
of glory? What shall we do with the words 
of Christ in John 3:44?—‘No man can come 
to me except the Father, who sent me, draw 
him, and I will raise him up (again) at the 
last day.” 

That passage of Scripture does not seem 
to agree with your soul theory. Christ does 
not use the quotation only once, but three 
times in the same chapter; it seems from 
the reading He was afraid they would not 
get the thought correctly, so He repeats Him- 
self so many times. We believe that Christ 
meant what He said. and beside He verified 
the statement, by raising Lazarus. Was it 
possible for Christ to raise Lazarus after he 
had Jain in the grave four days and his body 
was in a mortified state or rather such a 
corruptible condition? What did He mean to 
teach; did He ever do a foolish thing? I 
say no, for He said, “I must do the works 
of him that sent me,” and I am sure there 
is nothing foolish about God’s plan of salva- 
tion. 

It was His purpose to convince the doubt- 
ing Thomases, and the gainsaying Sadducees 
of His power to raise them up at the last 
day. Who will say that He did not mean

to teach a great lesson in the ressurrection 
of Lazarus; and yet He was not satisfied - 
with this one demonstration, but felt it nec- 
essary to make yet a greater, by the raising 
of Himself, and others, “for many of the 
saints who slept arose.” 

It was necessary for Christ to die and be 
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resurrected, as an example, aud that we 
might have life. Paul has said: “If Christ 
be not raised, then is your hope vain, and 
ye are vet in your sins ;” he goes still farther 
und says: “for if the dead rise not, then is 
Christ not raised.” “Then they also who are 
fallen asleep in Christ are perished ; but now 
is Christ risen from the dead and become the 
first fruits of them that slept.” 

Jesus by precept and example, made clear 
the resurrection, and who will deny the 
truth? Not I. 

I notice that many cite Scripture in the 
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Old Testament as proof of the resurrection. 
I think the Old Testament has little or noth- 
ing to do with the resurrection of the dead 
as spoken of in the New Testament, except 
it be a prophecy referring to the resurrec- 
tion in Christ. Some seem to think that it 
matters little how we are resurrected, or 
with what body we come forth. I think it 
has everything to do with us; it means much, 
so much that we ought to be concerned. 

We are instructed by divine truth that in 
the last day there will be a general resur- 
rection. Rev. 20: 12—‘“And I saw the dead 
small and great stand before God.” In this 
chapter we are taught something of the man- 
ner of the resurrection. We notice that there 
is a difference of time in the resurrection, in 
I Thes. 4:16, where Paul has said: “The 
dead in Christ shall] rise first.” --Then in 
Rev. 20:5, John said: “But the rest of the 
dead lived not again until the thousand years 
were finished.” Before I go farther I de- 
sire to say a little about the millennium, or 
the thousand years with Christ. 

As we have already proven that there is a 
difference of time in the resurrection, we wish 
to say, that we believe the thousand years, ov- 
er which so many have wasted time unneces- 
sarily, is a time intervening between the res- 
urrection of the just and the unjust. We no- 
tice in I Peter 3:8 that one day with the 
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Lord is as a thousand years with us, so that 
period of time to us now means a thousand 
years, but then after we have been resur- 
rected, it will be with us as the coming up 
of the sun in the morning and the going down 
in the evening, just a day. We must also 
hear in mind that John was speaking of 
things to come, prophecies to be fulfilled, 
which are pointed out in the last day, which 
properly means the resurrection day. 

Again we like to think that when that day 
shall come with the radiance of God’s ma- 
jestic smile upon us, we will meet familiar 
faces ; that son will look upon that once tear- 
stained, and wrinkled face of mother, which 
has been changed by the ordeal of death; 
not tear-stained now, for God has wiped her 
tears away; not wrinkled now, for God has 
so smoothed the furrowed brow that it ap- 
pears as in the bloom of youth. Mother! 
mother! ‘forever young and never old; no 
more those sighs; no more those heart-aches. 
When you stood beside the dying bedside, and 
heard her parting words, “Son, meet me in 
Heaven,” did you think it possible, or did 
you, like some of those doubting Thomases, 
and stubborn Sadducees, say to her, “No, 
mother, it can’t be possible for me to ever 
look on your face again.” God pity such 
half-hearted humans, who do not seem to 
think any more about mother after she is 
gone than if they had lost a hog or a cow. 
I tell you I believe I will know my mother’s 
face, and she will know mine. [ believe I 
will be much stronger intellectually, and 
spiritually. How is it with you, brother? 
Do death-bed farewells, and good-byes give 
you any greater hope? Do you think God 
would withhold from you the very thing you 
hope, and long for, when it seems the natural 
tendency of all human nature? [ love that 
song which is so familiar to all, “Tell mother 
ul be there.” 

And then, there’s that other face, I can see 
it yet, which was so full of the light of love 
and anxiety when she stood before the mar- 
riage altar, and plighted her vows to the 
young man who stood by her side. She is 
more lovely now, for God has touched her 
cheeks, and they blush like roses; her eyes, 
and the dream of beauty lingers in their 
depths, and her voice which has the sweet- 
ness of zephyrs on the calm evening air. 
Just think, her complexion will never change. 
But you say, “husband will not know his 
wife.” It is not a thing impossible, neither 
is it improbable; of course, the marriage re- 
lation will not exist there the same as here, 
the laws are different ; but we will love each 
other to the extent we love here. If we do 
not love here, we will not love there. It 
was the purpose of Christ while here, to 
establish the principle of love; so love is the 
climax of every Christian’s hope, of every 
Christian’s life. Love! love! nothing but 
love and joy in Heaven. 

We have some proof of our knowing, but 
self-wise men have tried to argue the un- 
certainty of it. Just what they expect from 
arguing the negative, I cannot tell, but it 
seems that some always want to be on the 
contrary side of everything. In I Cor. 13: 
12, we read: “For now we see through a 
glass darkly, but then face to face; now 
we know in part, but then shall we know 
even as also we are known.” Could we see 
face to face if there be no face to see? But 
some say we will have a spiritual body. I 
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believe we will, but I don’t believe it as 
they do. I believe we will have a body and 
it will be spiritual, inasmuch as we have 
made it such. If we have made it otherwise, 
there will be little change in the resurrection, 
for to that individual there is no promise of 
immortality. 1 think that our present bodies 
ought to be more spiritual than they are, “for 
he that hath not the spirit of Christ is none 
of his.’ Perhaps that is one reason for 
some not believing in the resurrection, they 
are not enough spiritual. 

The great trouble with some, they are not 
willing to leave the Bible as it is, they are 
tinkers; they are continually tinkering with 
the truth; their tools are the sayings of men. 
and to many the Word of God means little 
or nothing; they are confused and their 
teachings are calculated to confuse others. 
I say! just let the Bible alone, it needs no 
fixing ; if you must tinker and can’t be satis- 
fied, go after some of the higher critics, for 
I don’t think you can tangle them any worse. 

What we need is the plain teaching of 
the Bible. 

I believe there will be a resurrection of 
the body; not this body with all its aches 
and pains, not in all its deformity caused by 
grasping after the wealth of this world 
(though some may have the same crippled 
body, who have over-reached), but a new 
body as it inay please the Father to give 
us, with the likeness of this present body. I 
don’t believe He will care to change our ap- 
pearance; if He would, we, of course, would 
not know as we are known. 

Notice the reading of John 5: 28, 29: “Mar- 
vel not at this: for the hour is coming in the 
which (hour) all that are in their graves 
shall hear his voice and shall come forth.” 
Unbeliever, what do you propose to make 
out of this? Will you make it read some- 
thing else? Wil! you try to econfute the 
Master’s argument? But you say, “Oh! that 
means those that are in a hidden or unseen 
place will come forth, which does not mean 
the earthly tomb, but some place, and that 
is about as far as you are able to pursue 
your course.” 


My dear brother, why should you quibble. 
or err in judgment? Do you think you can 
make it clear by such an explanation? If 
80, why do you stop at the hidden, or unseen, 
place? I can answer that much for you; it 
is this: the question is hidden or unseen to 
you, and will continue so to be, as long as 
you are not willing to believe the plain state- 
ment of the truth. I think that Paul has 
made it clear to us the kind of bodies we 
are to have, though some dispute this by 
saying, we will not have any part of a ma- 
terial body, they still contend it will be a 
spirit, which we say will not be raised up. 
brought forth, or revived from; but will come 
down from place to which it ascended. 

In I Cor. 15: 36-38 we read, “Thou fool, 
that which thou sowest is not quickened ex- 
cept it die, and that which thou sowest, thou 
sowest not that body which shall be, but 
bear grain, it may chance wheat, or of some 
other grain; but God giveth it a body as it 
hath pleased him, and to every seed his own 
body.” In this we learn the body is not re- 
newed except it die, but in no sense does it 
show that we will not have the likeness of 
the same body, but in the language of the 
38th. verse, God will give us a body as it 
pleaseth Him, and to every seed his own 
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body. To you your own body, and to me my 
own body. 

When that glorious day shall dawn upon 
us in all its splendor, and the face of our 
Redeemer in all of its loveliness shall speak 
to us in tones like sweetest music,

BRETHREN, HOLD UP THE COLORS, 
OR RETREAT! 

A few weeks ago a dispatch was sent to 
all newspapers in Central Illinois, stating 
that Rev. Walter Zimmerman, pastor of the 
Christian church at Effingham, had been in- 
vited to resign. It stated aiso “that he had 
been living under a cloud on account of be- 
ing too * * *” 
the dispatch. The next week the following 
appeared in the Review: aA CORRECTION. Dear 
Editor: I desire to correct the dispatch sent 
you last week from Effingham, stating that 
Rev. Walter Zimmerman, pastor of the 
Christian church at that place had resigned, 
under a cloud, ete. 


I desire to say the statement, in part, is 
false and misleading. Denominationally 
there is no Christian church in Effingham. 
If you will investigate you will find it to 
be the “Church of Christ,” “Disciples of 
Christ,” or “Campbellite,” as they are histo- 
rically known. Respectfully, I. M. Hoel, pas- 
tor of the Christian church, Tuscola, Ill. 


A few years ago one of our sacrificing 
congregations, the Christian church at Pier- 
son, Ill., received an appeal for help from 
the Campbellite headquarters under the 
name Christian Church. They, ignorantly, 
sent to them a contribution, thinking it was 
our own brotherhood. 


A few weeks ago a similar call came from 
Mattie Pounds, Indianapolis, Ind. The ap- 
peal having been placed in the writer’s 
hands, just prior to their taking a second of- 
fering. I told them to withhold the offer- 
ing and I would enter into a correspondence 
with the party. I addressed the following 
letter to Mattie Pounds, Nov. 22, ’09, from 
which I have received no reply: 


“DEAR MADAM AND SISTER :—I have before 
me a copy of an appeal addressed to the 
Christian chureh at Pierson, Ill., of which 
I have been its pastor for four years. The 
church does not know who you are. Our 
Mission Boards are located at Dayton, Ohio. 
The Christian Church has been imposed up- 
on by impostors, and we have grave fears 
you are misrepresenting yourselves and 
using the name Christian Chureh through 
deception and are getting responses to your 
calls because of it. If you are the Disciples 
of Christ, or Church of Christ, please say 
so, and do not go under the guise of the 
Christian Church any longer. If you are 
the Christian Church, please let me know by 
return mail and give me your authority, and 
if you are, I will see your calls are heeded. 
If you are not the Christian Church, stand 
for what you represent, if you have to stand 
alone. Awaiting an early reply, I remain 
yours: very respectfully, I. M. Hort, Pastor 
Christian church, Tuscola, Il.” 


The Tuscola Review copied - 
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“P. S. Our C. BE. at Pierson has in- the 
past sent you an offering through ignorance. 
If you are not the Christian Church, we de- 
mand the offering returned.—I. M. H.” 


Brethren: 1 want you to understand, I am 
a great believer in missions and believe mis- 
sions ought to be supported, but when I be- 
gin making appeals to other denominations 
for help, causing them to believe I am a 
member of their brotherhood, I should be 
called to a halt. “Tis true, other denomina- 
tions have helped me in Tuscola, but they 
were aware they were helping the Christian 
Church, and not their own organization. 

All I want is, to be fair and right and to 
stand for what I represent. To show my 
colors, or retreat and say, I am a coward. 
If a thing is true, why not stand for it, or 
die in the attempt. Brethren, hold up the 
colors of the Christian Church, or get out.

God’s people had passed through three 
stages, and each stage had its peculiar ex- 
posures and temptations. 

The nomadic stage had its trials, devel- 
oped sourness and complainings, as we see 
so often in the wilderness journey, when 
they murmured against the Lord and com- 
plained against Moses. The tent life of the 
world, the wandering tribes of earth, have 
been sour, blood-thirsty, unhappy. Note the 
history of the Jews, the Arabs, the Indians. 
The Jews were nearest to good wandering 
life, because they held close together. The 
next stage was agricultural, and that de 
veloped independence and separation. When 
men scatter over wide areas and cultivate 
the soil, they grow independent in spirit 
and drift apart in life. Independence is 
born in the development of the individual 
and agricultural pursuits produce strong in- 
dividual characteristics. The agricultural 
and pastoral age is usually the sanest, most 
heroic, and simplest stage in human prog- 
ress. This age was the most religious and 
the happiest in the history of the Hebrew 
nation, and, perhaps, of our own. The third 
stage is the municipal age, when cities grow, 
when wealth concentrates, when luxury 
floods the centers, and few people see the 
mountains and stars. Israel had reached 
this last, this most dangerous stage; and 
the currents of ruin had already set in to- 
ward her destruction. To meet the condi- 
tions of that age, God selected a Man and 
made Him a minister to that nation. God 
did not choose a schoolman, but a_ herds- 
man, for this mission. When Amaziah, the 
priest of Bethel, reported to Jeroboam II, 
the king of Israel, that Amos had conspired 
against him, he said: “the land is not able 
to bear his words;” and Amaziah said to 
Amos: “Seer, go flee into the land of Judah; 
and there eat thy bread and there mayest 
thou prophesy ;” and Amos answered Ama- 
ziah: “I am no prophet, nor am I a prophet’s 
son, but I am a herdsman and a gatherer of 
sycamores. And Jehovah took me from fol- 
lowing the flock; and Jehovah said unto me, 
‘Go, prophesy to my people, Israel.’”” Amos 
was first of all, a Man—and that is the 
only stuff out of which God can make a 
Minister. Amos was not prophesying in 
Bethel because he could get more pay. His 
life had been simple and did not require 
much for his support. The influence of rural 
life over man may be seen in Moses, in Midi- 
an; John the Baptist in the wilderness; 
Jesus in the mountain; and Cromwell behind 
the plow. Amos had lived in the country, 
but he had marketed sycamore fruit and 
wool in Bethlehem, Jerusalem, Samaria, 
and, perhaps, Damascus. He had studied 
city-life in the market-place, in the temples, 
and the crowded thoroughfares. He had 
seen the common peddler, the hard-faced 
slave-trader, the luxurious sensualists, the 
overbearing official, and the heartless and 
formal ceremonies in religion. He had car- 
ried these impressions back to Tekoa where 
he developed them in his soul as a photog-

rapher takes the sensitive plate into his 
dark room to develop the picture. As he 
dressed the sycamore fruit for market, or 
followed the herd, or rested at night, he 
strove to solve the questions of the crowded 
city, with its congestion, its corruption, its 
godless worship, and its round of gain, 
indulgence and oppression. The hills 
listened to his manly heart beats and the 
stars looked down upon him; and God took 
note of his thoughts and his motives. Every 
time he went to the city, he was more deep- 
ly impressed by its impurity, its debauchery, 
its wild rush after vanities; and every time 
he returned to Tekoa he pondered over the 
future of such conditions, 

This age needs Men who can take correct 
observations of our great cities, who can 
weigh the situation of cosmopolitan and con- 
gested populations; of wealth prostituted to 
vile uses; of power wielded for personal 
gain; and of conditions that rob the poor 
of their wages and the innocent of their 
virtue. This age needs inspired men, not 
schoolmen. God called Amos and sent him 
forth as a minister; and as he went he pref- 
aced his message by, “Thus saith Jehovah,” 
and “Hear this word.” He had no message 
from Gilgal or Jericho or from any school 
of prophets; his message was from God. 
He “saw” the word of God.. The message 
of science, of literature, of philosophy, of 
sociology, of ethics or esthetics, has no 
power to correct the monstrous evils that 
control in the great cities. This age needs 
ministers called of God, inspired with a mes- 
sage from God, ministers built upon Manhood 
that fears no foe, asks no favors, dallies 
with no false isms, surrenders all personal 
interests for the one high aim of proclaim- 
ing God’s message to the age. The Book of 
Amos discloses the great truth that God can 
make a great minister if He can find a great 
man. 

The impressions upon Amos were as the 
roar of a lion. Jehovah had spoken. Paul 
said, “Woe unto me, if I preach not the 
gospel.” Deep impressions are made upon 
men called to be ministers. Amos was one 
of those recruits and reformers from com- 
mon life that uttered facts and conviction 
as soundest prophecy. Shall the trumpet 
sound and the people not tremble? Shall 
the fire bell ring and there be no excite- 
ment? Shall God’s prophet speak and con- 
science not be awakened? 

What this age needs is a ministry of the 
Amos type—not men taught but men én 
spired; not men looking for place, reputa- 
tion, or pay; but men who go in the name 
of God to bear a message from God to so- 
ciety ; men who breathe the air of earth and 
Heaven; men who see human need and feel 
divine truth in their souls. The Manhood of 
Ministry is as brave as the heroes of war, 
as modest as angels of peace, and as wise 
as the sons of God. Manhood interprets 
duty in the light of truth, submerges self in 
the interest of others, and knows no author- 
ity but the Almighty. Amos was a plain

countryman, but he carried in his life the 
sincerity of sunlight, the solidity of the 
mountain, and the quiet depth of the starry 
heavens. His life was unstained by the sin 
of the age and his soul was aflame with the 
spirit of concern for the nation. His min- 
istry was the ministry of manhood to a na- 
tion of decadence. There is a national spirit, 
a public sentiment, a wide-spread moral mi- 
asmi that deserves rebuke and warning. This 
is the besetting sin of the age. It is not the 
specific sin of an individual that is his be- 
setting sin, but the prevailing sin of his 
age or community that besets him, over- 
whelms him, carries him away on its mad 
current. It is the community or national 
sin that alarms the reformer, stirs the min- 
ister, and brings forth the new preacher of 
righteousness. It is not the one individual 
sick that needs treatment, but the unsani- 
tary cesspools and conditions that cause dis- 
ease. The fight of the health officer is not 
against a sick individual, but against the 
cause of disease; the work of the minister 
is not the rebuke of one sinner, but the fiery 
denunciation of national sin. Amos came 
out of the field, a man of keen insight into 
national danger, with a heart as pure as 
the mountain air that he breathed, and a 
range of thoughts wide as the starry spaces 
that looked down upon his herds. He loved 
the people, but he hated the sin that was in- 
creasing among the nations. Inspired with 
a message from God he opened a campaign 
of righteousness, religious and civic, and his 
message burned like flame in a stubble. Da- 
vid had left his shepherd’s crook on the hill- 
side in the pasture-field, for a scepter in the 
Capital City of God’s commonwealth and 
Amos left the care of herds to proclaim a 
divine message to a wayward nation.

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Recollections of an Octogenarian 


Elder Nehemiah D. Sleeper 





The name of Rev. Nehemiah Sleeper 
should be given a prominent place in the 
list of names of those noble men, who near- 
ly a century ago decided that the Scrip- 
tures were a better creed for the government 
of a church, than one made by men. They 
were so fully imbued with this belief that 
they withdrew from those religious orders 
who chose to be governed by man-made 
creeds. As we call to mind the conditions 
that surround them we are led to admire 
their courage and devotion, for by reason of 
age and numbers those older orders claimed 
that they were entitled to respect and sup- 
port, and tried by various means to prevent 
the people from becoming acquainted with 
the doctrines of the new order. It was not 
customary in those days to remunerate those 
for religious services who were outside of 
the regular churches. This fact would tend 
to deter young men in those days from be- 
coming Christian preachers for the sake of 
living easy lives. But Elder Sleeper could 
not be deterred by any such conditions. He 
saw men were going down to ruin, and he 
felt called upon to direct their attention to 
a better way. He gave up worldly pursuits 
and started out to obey the divine call. His 
success aS a preacher and the cordial fel- 
lowship extended to him soon satisfied him 
of the wisdom of his course. 


Elder Sleeper was of a hardy lineage, not 
far from five feet and nine inches in height. 
of solid compact person, fair complexion, 
dark hair, not black; he was a deliberate 
speaker, not rapid, had a pleasant voice to 
listen to; he was dignified and reverent in 
his general appearance, always amiable, but 
never captious, easily approached and to get 
acquainted with, in short, a real Christian 
gentleman. He-seemed to possess natural 
gifts of ample magnitude to enable him to 
become a successful preacher of the gospel. 
As a pastor he was greatly beloved, and his 
counsels were always wise and helpful. 

His wife was one of the best women ever 
produced in New Hampshire. She was ever 
ready to assist in meetings with her effective 
prayers and her heart-stirring exhortations. 
Seldom is it that anyone, male or female, is 
met with who can wield such a powerful in- 
fluence in this way as she could do. For 
this reason her presence was always wel- 
comed in all prayer-meetings and most espe- 
cially so where persons were under convic- 
tion, and needed encouragement and Chris- 
tian counsel. Her name was spoken far and 
near on account of her deep piety, and many 
hearts were made sad when her earthly la- 
bors were closed, almost before she had 
reached middle life. This was a great loss 
to him, as it is to any man to lose a dear, 
loving wife. No doubt their united labors 
had led many to turn from living in sin, 
to lives of holiness and to the practicing of 
Christian virtues. Nearly all of these have 
crossed the line which separates mortals 
from immortality, and are now engaged in 
the presence of a loving Savior in celebrat- 
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ing His wonderful love as seen in their sal- 
vation. 
As time pussed, Elder Sleeper met. and 


‘married another lady of such superior ex- 


cellence as to lead him to say that his great 
loss was more than made up to him. Not 
far from 1817, although the exact date is 
not at hand, Elder Sleeper baptized the 


grandparents of Rev. M. T. Morrill, and 
married them November 11, 1819. His great 
popularity along these years was the reason 
for his being called upon frequently to bap- 


tize, to marry, and to attend funerals. 
Elder Sleeper’s sister, Judith, was the 
second wife of John Morrill, the great-grand-

father of Rev. M. T. Morrill, the Secretary 
of the Foreign Missionary Society of the 
Christians. Her posterity has become very 
humerous in New Hampshire. He also had 
brothers who were among the foremost citi- 
zens of the state. 

The writer thinks the last time he ever 
saw the Elder was in the fall of 1879, at 
which time he was assisting in driving sev- 
eral cattle into the enclosure of the New 
Hampshire State Fairgrounds, in Concord, 
the capital of the state, where they were to 
be exhibited. At that time he appeared to 
be a very active middle-aged man.

The name of Benjamin Calley appears in 
the list of Elders belonging to the New 
Hampshire Conference, published in 1825. 
and his residence was given as Sandborn- 
ton, New Hampshire, and it is the impres- 
sion of the writer that he never changed to 
any other town. He was one of the efficient 
preachers who did much to win the good- 
will and confidence of the general public for 
the Christians, where their number was 
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small, one hundred years ago. He was calm 
and deliberate in all his conclusions, so he 
soon became a safe leader in the ranks of 
the new order. His sermons were inspiring 
and instructive, and his services on all occa- 
sions were always gladly welcomed. 


Elder Calley’s methods in regard to sup- 
port seemed to .agree very well with Paul’s 
way of doing (see II Cor. 11:19, and Thes. 
2:9), for he had a farm of his own, which 
he cultivated with his own hands, thereby 
providing largely for his own necessities and 
those of his family. He sometimes accepted 
a small salary, but not large enough to tempt 
ministers of the present day to preach for 
it. It was reported that at one time he was 
preaching for a church some ten miles from 
his home. He drove there on Sunday morn- 
ings, then returned home in the afternoon, 
and his salary was one dollar a Sunday. 

He was a man of medium size and height, 
fair complexion, dark hair, not black, and 
he appeared like one of strong constitution 
naturally, a typical New Englander, with 
great courage, one of the kind who did so 
much to establish Christianity on the soil 
from which the Red Man had been removed. 
His influence was always on the side of mor- 
ality, and his presence as a citizen in a com- 
munity was regarded most favorably, for it 
often happens that the services of a minister 
are desired, and a resident whose honesty 
and piety are well known, are the first to be 
ealled upon. 

He was a man of tender sympathies and a 
ready companion of the afflicted and sorrow- 
ing. The great demand at the present day 
is for more men like Elder Calley, to preach 
the pure gospel, and to practice it in their 
everyday lives.

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A SPIRITUAL DYNAMO 


By Rev. M. T. Morrill 


As a dynamo generates power in propor- 
tion to its size, so the Student Volunteer 
Convention held in Rochester, N. Y., Dee. 
29 to Jan. 2, was in truth a spiritual dynamo, 
a generator of untold spiritual power that 
must sometime in the future manifest its 
wonderful influence. The writer of this had 
the opportunity of being present during the 
whole convention and of watching the meth- 
ods of conducting the various sessions, and 
is frank to say that he has never seen any 
large gathering handled so carefully and so 
successfully. It may be sufficient at this 
time for me to talk about the Convention 
itself and the methods of procedure, leay- 
ing reference to the specific messages until 
a later time. 

Near the close of the Convention it was 
stated that 26,078 student delegates were 
in attendance at Rochester, 329 professors, 
165 missionaries, ninety-five mission sec- 
retaries, representing different boards, 105 
general secretaries of the Y. M. ©. A. 
und the Y. W. C. A., 78 international 
state and provincial secretaries. 3 European 
delegates and 155 other persons, making a 
total delegated body of 36,024. The total 
number of institutions represented was 732 
out of a little more than a thousand univer- 
sities, colleges and secondary schools in 
America. Forty-nine states and provinces 
were represented and 29 different countries. 
Ove who has cause to think rather lightly 
of the average college student would certain- 
ly revise his estimate after seeing the splen- 
did body of undergraduates gathered at a 
great Student Volunteer Convention.  Cer- 
tainly the very finest types of young man- 
hood and young womanhood were seen in 
Rochester and no doubt represent the major- 
ity of our colleges, institutions and secondary 
schools. Judging by what was seen, there 
is a very deep spiritual life and a splendid 
esprit de corps in the educational institu- 
tiovs of America. 

The Convention itself was called in a 
northern city at an inclement season of the 
year, and yet the attendance was hardly 
diminished by the distance many had to 
travel, coming clear from the uttermost 
southwestern and from the southeastern 
parts and from distant parts of Canada to 
the meeting place. Severe weather was en- 
countered as soon as we reached Rochester. 
but the great Convention Hall was filled at 
every session, except possibly the opening 
session of Wednesday iafternoon. It was 
an inspiration to be where one could look 
over the vast audience of over 4,000 persons 
and notice that they were youth, just emerg- 
ing into active young manhood and woman- 
hood, life above them still disillusioned and 
zealous for the cause of right and truth. It 
was just such a great audience as might be 
easily moved upon and earried off its feet 
and yet at no time was there any sem- 
blance of anything but quiet reflection on 
the part of those assembled. 

Over the platform was a large motto, 
reading, “The Evangelization of the World 
in this Generation” being the well-known 
motto of the Student Volunteer Movement. 
The Stars and Stripes, the Canadian flag 
were in evidence as decorations, while sway- 


ing above the heads of the audience were 
flags of several Oriental and other nations. 
On the platform itself sat Mr. John R. Mott, 
chairman of. the Convention; Rev. J. Ross 
Stevenson, vice chairman: a number of the 
general officers of the Movement und secre- 
taries of the various foreign boards of the 
Y. M. C. A. and Y. W. C. A. and invited 
guests. The speaker standing upon the 
platform could see every part of the large 
audience and could be distinctly heard in 
every part of the large building. 


Connecting with the Convention Hall is a 
very large exhibition hall, which is just be- 
ing completed, in which was placed the edu- 
entionnl exhibits gathered by the Student 
Volunteer movement and arranged under an 
entirely new plan. The leas ets and other litera- 
ture was arranged by countries and then in 
front of that display yas a large table on 
which was placed the newest and leading mis- 
sionary books relative to the various coun- 
tries, each in its proper place, so that if one 
wished to know about India he could go 
and inspect the literature printed by the 
various boards, step to the table where there 
was an attendant, probably a returned mis- 
sionary, who will introduce him to the var- 
ious books and give any needed information 
about the country. In all about 600 vol- 
uines were lying on the table in the sections, 
being the newest and the best on the coun- 
tries in question. It was explained that 
this output of 600° books represents just 
»bout the number published each year at 
the present time. 


Arrargements had been made so that the 
convention itself was handled with the great- 
est of ease. When you stop to remember 
that between five and six thousand creden- 
tinls had been issued, that a very large per 
cent. of all those attending the Convention 
arrived in twelve hours and that the balance 
reached their destination in twelve hours 
fter, it will be seen that the committee on 
registration had a very difficult task to per- 
form, and yet so perfect were the arrange- 
merts that within a short time the bulk of 
the arrivals had received their admission 
tickets, gone to their places of entertainment 
nnd were ready for the opening session be- 
fore three o'clock Wednesday afternoon. 
The Western Union Telegraph and the Pos- 
tal Department both had facilities for busi- 
ness in the basement of the big Hall. 


It may be well just to look 2 moment at 
the conduct of the Convention itself. Mr. 
Mott is probably the foremost student leader 
in the world. At any rate he is the fore- 
most leader of the Student Volunteer and of 
the Y. M. C. A. He presided at every ses- 
sion of the Convention exeept the one at 
which he made his quadrennial report. Not 
for « minute did he forget himself, nor lose 
his grip on the gathering, and he always had 
just the right thing to say and was conduct- 
ing the whole Convention with a view to the 
deepest spiritual things. There are few men 
who can preside so skilfully as Mr. Mott. 
As is well known at such conventions there 
is no published program. No one, except the 
chairman of the meeting knows who the 
speaker will be for a session. Consequently 
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if one wishes to get the best of the conven- 
tion he must be there all the time. It was 
noteworthy that a large per cent. of the 
speakers were young men in the Student Vol- 
unteer Movement, of course, and yet young 
men who already have made their mark in 
the world in missionary service. Probably 
no speaker at the Convention was listened 
to with greater enjoyment and profit than 
Sherwood Eddy, who has spent thirteen 
years in India at his own expense, giving 
part of his time to the Y. M. C. A. as a trav- 
eling secretary and part of his time to the 
work of his mission board. There were old- 
er meu on the program and men of interna- 
tional fame like Ambassador Brice of Eng- 
land, Bishop Hartzell of the Methodist 
Church, who has seen Africa from all sides 
nnd is a foremost authority on Christian 
work in that country. Bishop Hendrix of 
the Southern Methedist Church, who has 
traveled in mission fields during his episco- 
pal visitations; Dr. Julius Rechter of Ger- 
many and men of that stamp, including 
hard-headed business men, representing the 
Laymen’s Movement. But one was impressed 
that the Convention was a convention of 
young people and for young people. 

A special hymn book has been prepared 
und used for several successive conventions 
and the same was used at Rochester. The 
hymns are the finest, the most spiritual, the 
most impressive. Probably not a piece of 
popular music is to be found in the book, and 
yet the hymns of the people, those that 
reach the heart, composed the whole collec- 
tion. It was remakable to see how the 
hymns were taken up and sung by the vast 
assembly. There was spirit and go in them 
and at the same time they produced the 
deepest spiritual impression and cultivated 
the element of fuith. At no time during the 
Convention was a hand clapping allowed 
and at no time during the Convention was 
there an outburst of enthusiasm. At no 
time was there any effort made to induce 
the people then and there to decide to be- 
come missionaries, but the whole effort was 
to get people to surrender themselves to the 
will of God and to make them willing to 
go where the will of God might indicate. 
Many times during the Convention one was 
conscious of very strong emotion throughout 
the great gathering of people. One was con- 
scious that right there by. different means a 
great outburst of enthusiasm could have been 
produced, but at such times the audience 
was usually called to prayer. Then after 
the prayer, which had sufficed to relieve the 
pent-up, the Convention proceeded calmly 
with its program. In this way the feeling 
was utilized and turned into a very spiritual 
direction and probably changed the course 
of many a man’s life. Very frequent resort 
was had to prayer during the sessions. The 
only musical feature aside from the congre- 
gational singing was the rendition of a se- 
lection at various times by a quartette whose 
music served the same purpose that the 
hymns themselves served. 

Notwithstanding the fact that Rochester 
is an attractive city and that there were 
many sights to be seen, the Convention was 
a bigger drawing card than the city could 
offer. Consequently a few minutes after the 
doors were opened the great hall was filled 
and when all the seats were filled the doors 
were closed. Overflow meetings were organ- 
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ized at the Central Presbyterian church and 
the First Methodist church, which together 
seated 25,000 people, and repeatedly those 
buildings were filled. It will be seen, there- 
fore, that three great gatherings were being 
held simultaneously, addressed by the same 
platform speakers and moulded to the same 
end, producing the same spiritual effect and 
dealing in a large measure with the same 
kind of audience. 

I may add simply in closing this article 
that throughout the whole Convention one 
was struck with the care and preparation 
for the great gathering. The prayerfulness 
that pervaded it all, the purpose to have no 
undue pressure on the lives or wills of the 
people attending, the constant aim of deep- 
ening the spiritual life and experience of 
all who were attending the Convention, with 
the result of sending them back to their 
respective institutions and homes, there to 
carefully think over the life-work and quiet- 
ly to reach a decision each for himself, thor- 
oughly dedicating himself to God and to the 
service that God might point out, both as 
to immediate and to ultimate effort. We 
doubt if there are many great conventions 
held in the world that are more successful 
or far-reaching than the conventions of the 
Student Volunteer Movement. It is certainly a 
privilege for any one to attend them and it 
is much to be regretted that more of our 
students and interested people could not have 
been at Rochester. With the editor’s per- 
mission I may speak at a later time of some 
of the sessions of the Convention, some of 
the speakers and some of the things said.

LAYMEN’S MISSIONARY MOVEMENT 
AT DAYTON, OHIO 


It is estimated that fully two thousand 
men will take part in the important conven- 
tion of the Laymen’s Missionary Movement 
to be held at the new Memorial building here, 
January 25-27, to discuss all phases of for- 
eign missionary work. 

The object of the convention is to discuss 
the needs of foreign missionary work and to 
outline definite plans for the evangelization 
of the world in this generation. This, the 
Central Ohio convention, gives promise of be- 
ing the greatest and most vigorous of any 
of the series of seventy-five begun in Buffalo 
last October and which will conclude with 
a great national missionary congress in Chi- 
cago in May. 

Every Protestant church in the western 
half of Ohio is being invited and urged to 
send representatives to the convention. To 
stimulate interest, co-operating committees 
are being formed wherever possible, to in- 
crease the attendance and insure the best re- 
sults to the churches of the various commu- 
nities. As a result Clarke, Miami, Cham- 
paign, Delaware, Montgomery, Union and Lo- 
gan counties have been completely organized 
and Franklin, Shelby, Auglaize and counties 
contiguous have given assurance of large 
delegations of church men. 

A supper will open the convention as a 
sort of social preliminary. In addition to 
the convention sessions, proper arrangements 
are under way for rallies or conferences of 
the various denominations at which the de- 
nominational representatives will discuss the 
particular foreign mission needs of their re- 


spective bodies and report their sentiment on 
basis of action. 

Methods of financing foreign mission work 
will claim special attention for it is contend- 
ed that better financial system leads to great- 
er effectiveness in missionary work. In the 
discussion of this phase of the question, the 
missionary secretaries and board members of 
a number of important and large denomina- 
tions will be present for conference and ad- 
dlresses. 

Means of enlisting the interest of men in 
home and foreign mission work, of formu- 
lating fiminecial methods and ade yuate poli- 
cies will be discussed by some of the world’s 
foremost evangelists and religious workers. 
Men influential in commercial and religious 
affairs of Dayton are directing the work here 
and are assisted by Frank W. Harold, execu- 
tive secretary. with headquarters at the Y. 
M. C. A. 

From reports at hand the Central Ohio econ- 
vention will be largely attended and_ will 
produce great results. No effort is being 
spared to look after the delegates properly 
und to insure the best expression on the sub- 
ject of world evangelization, for which the 
Movement stands.

DISCIPLE INCONSISTENCIES 


The recent articles in the HERALD oF Gos- 
PEL LIBERTY by Bros. Cooper and Whitaker, 
dealing with the inconsistencies of our Dis- 
ciple brethren, brought to my mind a few 
things which I observed while in Pittsburg 
during their recent centennial (7?) celebra- 
tion. 


In 2 number of the display windows of the 
business houses were to be seen portraits 
of the Campbells and of our own beloved 
Barton W. Stone. The official banners in 
evidence everywhere and the badges worn by 
the delegates bore a trinity of portraits of 
Alexander Campbell. Barton W. Stone and 
Sir Walter Scott. In their various conven- 
tion sessions the names Disciples of Christ. 
Chureh of Christ and Christian church were 
heard simultaneously. The ervrollment and 
assignment headquarters were in a large 
downtown vacant business room. In the 
large display window on one side of the en- 
trance thereto, was a conspicuous placard 
bearing the following inscription: MNEAD- 
QUARTERS CENTENNIAL CELEBRA- 
TION DISCIPLES OF CHRIST. In the 
window on the opposite side of the entrance 
a similar placard bore this inscription: 
HEADQUARTERS CENTENNIAL CELE- 
BRATION CHRISTIAN CHURCH. In the 
homes and upon the streets the chief topic 
of conversation was about the great “Chris- 
tian Church” convention. 


While riding upon the rear platform of a 
crowded street car, I engaged in conversa- 
tion with a Disciple brother from western 
Ohio. I enquired as to what was going on. 
and being willing to impart the desired in- 
formation, he told me that the centennial 
convention of the Christian Church was be- 
ing held in the Carnegie Institute, for which 
,place TI was bound. I made inquiry as to the 
faith of his church and for the distinction 
between his church and a people of whom I 
had knowledge, maintaining churches in his 
part of the state of Ohio and who are also 
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designated by the denominational name of 
Christian. Whereupon the _ hobby-riding 
brother informed me that the people of whom 
Il spoke were really the “New Lights” and 
“don’t amount to much.” Well, what I said 
in a brief space of time could only have been 
taken by an expert stenographer and I fear 
that I should not care to have it published 
for it might seem to some to be void of true 
Christian charity. 


Brethren, is it the proper thing for us to 
humbly suffer these “counterfeits,” these un- 
christian misrepresentations, this insidious 
usurpation of our name? It is my convic- 
tion that we should have sent a committee 
or at least an authorized representative to 
Pittsburg with authority to demand—yes, de- 
mand that one distinctive denominational 
name be at once assumed by the followers 
of Alexander Campbell and that that name 
be some other than the name Christian. 


One Disciple minister informed me that 
they are not assuming our name; that indi- 
vidually they are “Christians,” but collective- 
ly. denominationally, they are “Disciples of 
Christ.” If this be the true attitude of their 
church, I move that at the next meeting of 
the A. CC. C. we put on foot some definite 
movement through congressional legislation. 
if possible, to legally compel them to take 
one definite denominational name and that 
name some other than Christian. And in the 
meantime, let us create a strong sentiment 
in our favor by following Dr. Whitaker’s ad- 
vice—“Expose it.” 


The truth of the matter is, we have been 
suffering this imposition too long already. 
We have become so tolerant in our eagerness 
to maintain a true spirit of brotherly love 
that we have failed in our first duty of self- 
protection. 


Now I am sure that the brethren, espe- 
cially those who know me, will not fee! that 
I have the spirit of an unscrupulous agitator. 
I have the greatest love and the broadest 
sympathy for all true followers of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. but I am for the dear old 
Christian Church, first. last, and all the time.

Hope rather than expectation has been 
realized in the ignominious collapse of the 
latest conspiracy against the French Repub- 
lic, a conspiracy which was peculiarly des- 
picable because it invariably spoke with a lie 
upon its lips and masqueraded as a move 
ment in behalf of humanity and popular 
rights. But apprehension follows close upon 
whatever gratification is felt at the govern- 
ment’s victory. The enemy is scotched, not 
killed. It would be vain to imagine that the 
collapse, the ridiculous fizazling out, of this 
gigantic “universal” strike, which was to 
paralyze the hated bourgeois government 
and subvert the republic itself, marks the 
end of the conflict with Socialism. It does 
not even mark the end of the effort to de- 
stroy the republic through the “syndicat- 
ism” of the General Confederation: of Labor. 
That will be renewed at the first opportunity 
which presents itself, with all the criminal 
activities of “sabotage” and all the injury 
and oppression which such doings inevitably 
inflict upon an innocent and disinterested 
public—New York Tribune. 
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The present has been a year noted for the 
centenaries of famous persons. But among 
all the great names none is more famous 
than that of William Ewart Gladstone. It 
was on December 29, almost the close of the 
year 1809, that William E. Gladstone was 
born in Romney Street, Liverpool. A 
strange fact in connection with his birth is 
that it was merely by accident that the child, 
who was to become a great English states- 
man, was not born in Scotland. 

His father belonged to an old Scottish fam- 
ily, and it is interesting to know that the 
name was originally Gledstanes. “Gled” 
was the Scottish for hawk, and “stanes,”’ 
the word in the same language for rocks 
and stones. In Lanarkshire, in the rocky 
part of Scotland, where the family lived, 
there were many of these 
wild birds flying about, so 
it was natural to speak 
of them as the Gledstanes. 
Among those who paid 
fealty to Bdward I. was 
Herbert de  Gledstanes. 
With the lapse of years 
the name changed to Glad- 
stones. Then the final “s” 
was dropped and it became 
one of the greatest names 
in English history—Glad- 
stone. The family estates 
grew smaller and smaller, 
so the family moved into 
town. John Gladstone was 
sent to Liverpool on busi- 
ness. There he attracted 
the notice of a wealthy 
corn merchant who advised 
the young man to settle 
there. He did so, and was 
so successful that he be- 
came ws great merchant 
prince, a member of parliament, and a baro- 
net. He married a Highland Scotch woman 
and they had six children, the third of 
whom was William Ewart. 


Not much ts told us of him as a little boy, 
but we seappose his life was much like that 
of other children of his station. With one 
difference, however, we are told that Glad- 
stone’s father never took anything for grant- 
ed with his children, and that on any sub- 
ject they brought up there was always a 
long and excited debate, good humored of 
course. But even then it must have grown 
tiresome, though it was excellent drill for 
the boy who was to become a great states- 
man. Young Gladstone was sent to begin 
his education at the vicarage at Seaforth, a 
small place near Liverpool. Among his fel- 
low pupils there was Dean Stanley. And 
with him Gladstone formed a friendship 
which lasted 21) his tife. Gladstone did not 
stay long at Seaforth, for, when he was 
eleven years old. he was sent to Eton. Eton 
College is very uear Windsor Castle, and 
all about are the most beuutiful landscapes. 
They must have made a deep impression 


on the mind of the school boy, for all his 
life Gladstone loved to talk of his memories 
of Eton. He studied hard, so hard that he 
was rather unpopular with his schoolmates 
because he devoted so much time to his 
Latin and Greek, instead of to mischief and 
fun. He became very fond of the Latin and 
Greek authors. 


Even in those days, as well as all his life, 
Gladstone would never permit any mockery 
of things which he had been taught to con- 
sider sacred. Nor would he ever allow 
cruelty to animals. At Eton fair, on Ash 
Wednesday, it was the custom to torture 
some pigs. But Gladstone forbade it and 
when laughed at by his companions, told 
them if he heard any more he would write 
his name in good round hand on their faces.

The young student must, too, have been a 
“handsome is,” as well as “handsome does,” 
lad, for it is said Gladstone was the pret- 
tiest little boy that ever went to Eton. 
Among his most intimate friends there was 
Arthur Hallam, of whom Tennyson wrote 
“In Memoriam,” Frederick Tennyson, broth- 
er of the poet, and Alexander Kinglake. 


‘William Gladstone was never much of an 
athlete. But he had a boat of his own and 
was fond of sculling, and was also very fond 
of walking. With his chosen companions he 
used to take long rambles around the beauti- 
ful country. Naturally a boy with a home 
training like Gladstone had received would 
join the debating society. He soon became 
a distinguished member. He was the means 
of starting the Eton Miscellany, and was its 
editor and most prolific contributor. 

But in 1827 this pleasant life at Eton came 
to an end. For a few months Gladstone stud- 
ied with tutors, at this time, too, he paid 
some attention to athletics, to wood-carving. 
and to turning, and still enjoyed his long 
walks through the country. 

In October, 1828, he went to Christ church, 
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Oxford. There Gladstone was a hard stu- 
dent and led a very temperate life. He did 
not object to a supper, or a party, but he did 
object to the use of wine, and this example 
produced a good effect, not only on his fel- 
low students, but on those who came after 
him. At Oxford, as at Eton, he was active 
in the debating society, of which he became 
president. And Charles Wordsworth, after- 


_ward bishop, when he heard Gladstone’s 


maiden speech before the Oxford Union, 
said he was no more sure of his own exist- 
ence than that Gladstone, the undergraduate, 
would one day be Prime Minister of Eng- 
land. Gladstone also organized another de- 
bating society, which soon, out of honor to 
its founder, was called the “Weg.” He was 
also studying hard in the classical course 
and in Hebrew as well. He worked four 
hours early in the day, then took either walk- 
ing or boating for exercise, attended classes 
and lectures and always read for two or three 
hours before bedtime. Nothing was ever al- 
lowed to interrupt his readings or his 
studies. 

On leaving Oxford, Glad- 
stone was anxious to enter 
the church and tried hard 
to persuade his father to 
consent. But the father 
was unwilling, and in those 
days strict obedience to 
parents was expected, so 
Gladstone gave up the 
wish. 

Early in 1832, he left 
Oxford and went to travel 
in Italy, but like Milton, 
Gladstone was called back 
from his travels to enter 
politics. He was called 
by the Duke of Newcastle 
to represent Newark, 
where, strange to believe, 
the greatest reformer of 
the last century represent- 
ed the party bitterly op- 
posed to reform of any 
kind. The next year 
Gladstone began the study 
of law, and for six years was a student 
at Lincoln’s Inn. 
to be admitted to the bar, and at the 
end of six years asked the society to 
withdraw his name because he had no de- 
sire to become a lawyer. About this time 
William IV. dismissed his Prime Minister ; 
the Duke of Wellington, and Robert Peel 
were forming the new ministry and made 
Gladstone Under Secretary for the Colonies, 
a most important position. His career here 
soon ended and Gladstone had a happy peri- 
od of rest. He was a great favorite in so- 
cial circles, but true to his principles would 
not attend the Sabbath evening parties fre- 
quented by his friends. We are told that 
once Gladstone entertained Wordsworth at 
breakfast “in a charmed circle of young 
adorers.”’ 


When again the young statesman was 
working hard in the House of Commons he 
neglected neither his books nor his church. 
His constant companions were Homer and 
Dante, and during this period, we are told, 
he read the whole of St. Augustine in twen- 
ty-two volumes. He tried writing as well 





But he made no effort - 
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as reading and came out as an author with 
the book “The State in its Relation with the 
Church.” 

In this year of 1839 an event occurred of 
far more importance to Mr. Gladstone than 
any literary success or failure could be. His 
constant reading seriously injured his sight 
and his physician sent him to the south of 
Burope for rest. Young Gladstone chose 
Rome and found that among the visitors in 
the ancient eity that same winter, were Lady 
Glynne and her daughters, Mary and Cath- 
erine, of Hawarden Castle, Flintshire, Wales. 
Gladstone had known Lady Glynne’s eldest 
son at Oxford and had visited him at Ha- 
warden Castle, so he soon improved his ac- 
quaintance with the family, especially with 
the eldest daughter, Catherine. They were 
married July 25, 1839, at Hawarden Church, 
and, at the same time and place, Mary be- 
came the wife of Lord Lyttleton. At the 
death of Mrs. Gladstone’s brother, Hawarden 
Castle became hers, and it is this beautiful 
home which we associate with the closing 
years of the “grand old man.” Theirs was 
an ideal marriage, and, like the characters 
in old-time love stories, Mr. and Mrs. Glad- 
stone Hived happy ever after. There were 
several children. The oldest son, William 
Henry, is not living. Herbert Gladstone is 
making a name for himself. One of the 
daughters died when only five years old, the 
first great trial to come to Mr. and Mrs. 
Gladstone, 

Many and great were Gladstone’s political 
honors. In 1843 he was first made a member 
of the cabinet, but because he was not quite 
sure that he could support a measure pro- 
posed making a grant to Maynooth College 
in Ireland, he resigned. This was against the 
advices of all his friends, but Gladstone 
thought it dishonorable to seem to favor the 
bill until he had quite decided that he could. 

Visitors to the House of Commons often 
asked why Gladstone wore a black ribbon 
around his hand. In the winter of 1845 his 
gun exploded while he was loading it and 
took off the first finger of his left hand. Af- 
ter that he always wore a ribbon over the 
stump. 

In 1847, Mr. Gladstone was sent to Parlia- 
ment for the University of Oxford and rep- 
resented that institution for eighteen years. 
During the winter of 1850, Mr. Gladstone 
went with his family to Naples for the health 
of one of their children. There he saw the 
frightful evils of the Neapolitan government, 
so he took the time he had intended to de- 
vote to rest and study and wrote that series 
of remarkable letters which called the atten- 
tion of the world to the evils of the govern- 
ment of Italy. In 1858, he accepted a special 
mission to the Ionian Islands. And at that 
time, as a result of his long-continued Greek 
studies, he published a three-volume work on 
“Homer and the Homeric Age.” The next 
year he became:Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
and a year Iater carried through Parliament 
a commercial treaty with France. It was in 
1869 that Mr. Gladstone first became Prime 
Minister, and at once showed himself the 
friend of Ireland. The Irish church was dis- 
established, and the Irish Land Bill carried, 
but the government was beaten on the Irish 
University Bill in 1873. And in 1874 Glad- 
stone resigned the leadership of the 
Liberal party. But in 1879, he again 
canvassed for his party, and notwith- 
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standing his seventy years conducted 
a most remarkable campaign through Scot- 
land. As a result, he was again made pre- 
mier in\,1880, holding the office until 1885, 
when he again resigned. But Lord Salis- 
bury’s administration was short and in 1886 
saw Gladstone again in power presenting his 
Irish Land and Home Rule Bill. Its defeat 
in no wise discouraged Mr. Gladstone and in 
1893 he again presented it. At this time it 
met with the approval of the Irish members. 

The last years of Mr. Gladstone’s life were 
spent peacefully in the beautiful home at 
Hawarden, where as long as he was able he 
continued to exercise by hewing the giant 
trees.— Margaret P. Boyle, in Christian Un- 
ion Herald.

THE PROMISE OF CAIN

“Where did Cain get his wife?’ is a ques- 
tion often asked, not only by infidels, but by 
Christians who are sometimes perplexed to 
know where the people originated from whom 
Cain took his wife when the record is silent 
as to the existence of any race except the 
descendants of Adam. H. L. Hastings said 
on this subject: “She (Cain’s wife) might 
have been his grand-niece, or some more re- 
mote relation. Abraham married his half- 
sister. There was no law on the subject un- 
til the law of Moses was given. The first 
marriages, doubtless, were of the nearest 
relatives, but soon the stream of life broad- 
ened out, relationships became more distant 
with each generation, and the necessity for 
intermarriages between kindred ceased.” 

After the birth of Seth, Adam lived “eight 
hundred years and he begat sons and daugh- 
ters.” The descendants of a woman who 
lived in Buckingshire, England, so we are 
told by old Thomas Fuller, numbered more 
than seven hundred. In the New York Chrts- 
tian Advocate for July 19, 1904, the account 
is given of Betsy Sheldon of Webster Coun- 
ty, Kentucky, who was born in North Caro- 
lina in 1798, and was the mother of 14 chil- 
dren, the grandmother of 117, the great- 
grandmother of 282 and the great-greatgrand- 
mother of 19—a total of 432 descendants. 
Commenting on this a writer observes: “If 
such increase is possible in these effeminate 
days, during the life of less than a century, 
what might occur in 800 years after our 
first parents, in all their native vigor, come 
from the hands of a wise Creator * * * whose 
first command was, “Be faithful and multi- 
ply.”

“Seek to rule in people, not over them.” 
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“And whatsoever we ask, we receive of him, 
because we keep his commandments, and do 
those things that are pleasing in his sight.” 
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GETTING TOGETHER IN PRAYER 

It is said that “in union there is strength.” 
The truth of this saying is self-evident. The 
principle holds as good when applied to real 
prayer as in other spheres of thought. Of 
course, the union must be real, must be on 
a solid basis, or it may be division rather 
than union. 

The Bible teaches us to forsake not the 
assembling of ourselves together. While it 
may not be said, in so many words, but evi- 
dently one of the things for which believers 
are to come together is united prayer. When 
God’s people get together in earnest prayer 
they are united. 

It may strengthen our faith if we shall 
search the Bible on this matter of united 
prayer. Some of us are inclined to think 
that we may pray alone just as well as when 
we are together, and while it is a rare and 
blessed privilege to be alone in prayer. and 
for some purposes there is nothing like it, 
yet there are other times and purposes when 
believers have great need to get together in 
prayer. Let us see how the Bible looks at 
it, and it may be that then we shall have 
clearer ideas as touching this matter. 


“Again I say unto you, that if two of 
you shall agree on earth as touching any- 
thing that they shall ask, it shall be done 
for them of my Father which is in Heaven.” 
—Matt. 18: 19 

Here the answer depends on two getting 
together, or agreeing as touching the thing 
desired. Certain agreement gets the answer, 
not always perhaps, as poor human judg- 
ment may wish, but as God sees it is best for 
His child. We think this is a hard saying, 
but in other lines of thought it does not seem 
hard at all. For instance, in music we know 


if any two voices shall agree as touching - 


the same notes, harmony must necessarily 
follow. Suppose persons shall in like man- 
ner truly agree in asking for a thing which 
is in keeping with the will of God. why 
should not the same results follow? It can- 
not be otherwise. When the musicians seek 
harmony, they first try to get the instru- 
ments tuned together. and then there is no 
trouble. Tuned together—that is agreement. 
In one case two instruments are tuned to- 
gether and they produce harmony. So two 
persons whose hearts are tuned together in 
prayer produce similar results—the answer 
is given.

“And the whole multitude of the people 
were praying without at the time of in- 
cense.”’—Luke 1: 10. 

In Matthew we were taught that agree- 
ment in prayer would bring results. Luke 
gives us a remarkable instance in which the 
fact is shown. Zacharias and his wife Eliza- 
beth were aged and childless, and while he 


was ministering in the temple before the 
Lord, and the whole multitude of people were 
praying on the outside, an angel appeared 
and told Zacharias of the birth of John. No- 
tice the fact. In this case not only two were 
praying, but to them were joined a whole 
multitude, and their prayer was answered. 
Getting together in prayer, that means pow- 
er. Not simply getting the bodies of two, 
or of a multitude together, but getting their 
hearts united as one heart and in harmony 
with God’s will and thought, and they can- 
not be kept from getting an answer to pray- 
er. Do not forget that getting together 
means not only getting together with one 
unother, but also getting together with God 
under the leadership of Jesus Christ. It 
was so with Zacharias and Elizabeth and 
the multitude—while they prayed, the angel 
came and gave the answer, and the answer 
was full of joy.

“These all continued with one accord in 
prayer and supplication, with the women, 
and Mary the mother of Jesus, and with 
his brethren.’”’—Acts 1: 14. 

Here is another case in which the people 
got together in prayer, and the result was 
marvelous—a great revival came in answer 
to these prayers and the effect, in a large 
measure, is with the church till this day. 
The people prayed and marvels of grace 
were wrought in the awakening of the 
church and in the saving of the people, for 
under Peter’s one sermon, following these 
united prayers, three thousand were con- 
verted in a single day—-and these were not 
merely figure heads, going into the church to 
be counted, but they were men and women 
such as were added to the Lord. These dis- 
ciples had to tarry for the answer, and while 
they tarried, they prayed. Do we not some- 
times tarry, but in a prayerless state? Tar- 
rying, to be effective, should be accompanied 
with prayer, the prayer of faith. It was so 
on the occasion of Pentecost—they got to- 
gether in prayer. To-day we have among the 
churches a strong tendency to get together 
for amusement, for social hours, for :making 


money, but how seldom do we see a church . 


assemble, get together, for prayer, as they 
did in olden times. It is a great need in 
the church to-day. Let us get together in 
prayer.

“‘And when they heard that, they lifted 
up their voice to God with one accord.” 
—Acts 4: 24. 

With one accord! That is the same thing. 
In olden time, when the church got into 
trouble, it went to God about it, and He al- 
ways made a way of escape. He did in this 
ease. Peter and John had been brought be- 
fore the council to answer for preaching 


the truths they had seen and heard. It 
looked as if it might be serious. Did the 
church go to look for a lawyer? Never! 
They would have been ashamed to do such 
a thing. They went to God and asked Him 
to help His servants to preach with all bold- 
ness, to show signs and wonders. Soon the 
earth was shaking and the Holy Spirit was 
coming upon them. In the 36th verse the 
secret is brought out yet more plainly: “They 
that believed were of one heart and one 
soul.” That is the getting together the 
church needs to-day—one heart and one soul. 
* 

“* * * where many were gathered to- 
gether praying.”’—Acts 12: 12. 

The church is in trouble again, but still 
they employed no lawyer—they got together 
in prayer—they went straight to God with 
the trouble, and you know the result, viz., 
Peter was delivered out of jail and soon as- 
tonished the saints by joining them in the 
prayer service.

“* * * and we all kneeled down on the 
shore and prayed.’’—Acts 21: 5. 

Going on a bit of a journey, aS soon as 
they got out of the city, they kneeled down 
und prayed. Perhaps you may ask: Why so 
—what was the need? The Christian always 
bas need to pray. In those days the need 
may have been more apparent than now, as 
there was much persecution. It is said in 
the early days of Christianity the persecu- 
tion was so great that when retiring at 
night they would say: “Good-night!” not 
knowing but that when the morning came 
they might be in eternity, so dreadful were 
the persecutors in those days. No doubt ‘if 
the church had more persecution, it would 
get together more in prayer—they would 
more sensibly feel the need of it. 

Nothing brings a man to lean upon God 
so surely as danger—danger of a serious 
character from any source. In peril and we 
are in prayer, but ought not Christians to 
be often in prayer, even when danger seems 
not nigh? Most surely, for the Christian’s 
greatest seasons of feasting upon spiritual 
things are the times when they are most 
truly in the spirit of prayer.

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As the Sectarian Sees It 








By the late Rev. N. Summerbell, D. D. 


N. Summerbell wrote the following, in the 
HERALD OF GOSPEL LIBERTY of March 6, 
1875 :— 


1. A conference of many ministers in- 
stitutes an investigation in the case of a 
minister preaching a doctrine at variance 
with Christian doctrine. 

2. One minister calls for other ministers 
to investigate the case, or right, of these 
many ministers to inquire into the action of 
the first one. 

3. The ground of complaint by the sec- 
ond, one is this: that no conference (of 
many ministers) has a right to catechise, 
drop, or expel a minister for preaching his 
own views of salvation. 

4. The judge, being a kindhearted man. 
takes the same view as minister No. 2, and 
decides as follows: Whereas, no conference 
of many ministers has a right to call one 
minister to account, etc., so also no one min- 
ister (No. 2) has the right to call the many 
ministers to account; and proposes to dismiss 
the case. 

5. No. 2 objects. They are not parallel 
cases. He would not call a man to account 
on doctrine, but on principles. 

6, Judge—But doctrines are principles. 

7. No. 2—I mean truths of salvation as 
No. 1 preacher honestly understands them. 

Judge—That is a point for a higher court, 
and we cannot judge of a man’s honest un- 
derstanding. God only knows the heart. 
The court decides the case dismissed. 

8. No. 2 is disappointed. He thinks it 
right to try many, but wrong to try one. 
In this mood he takes his seat in his pulpit. 

9. Three men present themselves for 
membership in the church and conference. 
They say they love Christ, and design 
preaching the truths of salvation as they hon- 
estly understand them. 

10. The first is a Mormon, who under- 
stands that to enter into the highest felicity 
in heaven a man should marry from four 
to forty wives here. 

11. The second is a Catholic, who honest- 
ly understands that no one can enter into 
glory unless he believes in the pope. 

12. The third is a Mohammedan, who 
says that he believes in Jesus as a prophet, 
even superior to Mohammed, and loves Him, 
but Mohammed is the great promised proph- 
et of God. 

13. A deacon proposes for his pastor (No. 
2) to question the three men, to ascertain 
if such is the case, but he decides that he 
has no right to do so. They must preach 
the great truths of salvation as they hon- 
estly understand them. So being received 
into church and conference, all go on in har- 
mony, each preaching that both the others 
and minister No. 2 will be lost. 

14. To reconcile all and end the war, a 
new man now presents himself. The Cath- 
olic desires to question him as to his faith, 
but No. 2 objects. 

No. 2—No conference has a right to cate- 
chise, drop, or expel a man for preaching 
the great truths of salvation as he honestly 
undersatnds them. 

15. The Mormon, Mohammedan, and Rom- 
an Catholic object, but No. 2, having the 
most friends, has his way. 

16. The new man preaches that all will 
be damned but those who are immersed in 
order to remission of sins. He now can fel- 
lowship the Mormon on baptism were it not 
that the Mormon fellowships the Moham- 
medan on polygamy. The Catholic would 
soon pitch them all over purgatory into Ge- 


-henna by a bull of excommunication. But 


the bull is delayed by a third knocking at 
the door, who, being received without ques- 
tion, declares himself a Universalist, and 
says: 
17. “God foreknows all and decrees all 
—everything that comes to pass. ‘Whatever 
is, is right,’ and Christ saves all! All we 





have to do to enter glory is to die and en- 
ter heaven.” 

18. Evangelical now arose to object. He 
agreed with the Universalist that all is de- 
creed, and that all for whom Christ died 
will be saved, but denied that Jesus died 
for all. 

19. The Universalist produces the text, 
however, saying, “One died for all,” “tasted 
death for every man.” 

20. The Evangelical proceeds to withdraw 
his fellowship. 

21. The Catholic gathers fagots to burn 
heretics. 

22. The Mormon plans a raid on the Gen- 
tiles. 

23. The Mohammedan having a sword, 
euts all their heads off so that they may go 
quickly to the Universalist’s heaven. 

24. No. 2 leaps from a back window and 
escapes, crying, “I only am escaped to tell 
thee.” 

25. No. 2 now re-examines Christian prin- 
ciples, and finds that we are to be neigh- 
bors and friends to all, but fellowship as 
Christians only those who take the Word of 
yod for their guide and Jesus as their ex- 
ample, and follow Him; and they are to in- 
dorse no doctrine not commanded in the 
Bible or spoken by Jesus. So when next he 
sits in conference he has a porter appointed 
for doorkeeper, and proceeds thus: 

26. Porter—A stranger asks admission. 

No. 2—Comes he as friend or foe? 


Porter—he answers as a friend, but claims 
that he is a Catholic, a servant of the pope. 
and worships the mother of God. 

No. 2—Welcome him as a brother. but 
admit not “Catholic, pope, or mother of God.” 
If he enters, let him leave them behind. 
What is not in the Bible, or named by Jesus. 
we His servants cannot fellowship. 

27. Then a council is called by those 
waiting without to decide if there is enough 
in the Bible and named by Jesus to save the 
soul. 

Evangelical thinks there is, with his creed 
containing some essential additions to the 
Deity. 

Mohammedan thinks there is. with the 
prophe* and the Koran added. 

Mormon thinks there is, if he can add the 
Book of Mormon and forty wives. 

28. They state these things to the porter. 

No. 2 replies: The church is a union of 
Christians, not of sectarians. Pitching pigs 
into a sheepfold, or even wolves, cannot se- 
eure the union of the sheep. Our principles 
are the same, but I understand them better 
than I did. Our union is not a union of 
horned sectarians, but of loving Christians. 
Christ’s kingdom is not of this world. A 
mammoth sect, composed of all sectarians, if 
if were possible, would only be a spiritual 
Babel. which God would scatter and con- 
found as He did Babel of old. The angel 
of true union flies on the wivgs of heavenly 
Truth and Love. Substitute the wooden 
crutch, or Error or Hate for either of these. 
and heavenly union fails. It is true that 
the whole world is moving toward union: 
but it is only moving, not arrived. Every 
organized movement is commenced by ignor- 
ing Christ and the Bible as all-sufficient, and 
building upon some sectarian proposition— 
some changing of the Word of God. All 
have an eye to the golden wedge and the 
Babylonish garment. We must labor and 
wait. Daubing ‘with untempered mortar 
will not forward the work. Gathering about 
sparks of our own kindling will not warm 
into life. Heaping strange fire upon the 
altar will not make the sacrifice. The cen- 
sus of the world gives fourteen hundred 
millions of men. The sects which overshad- 
ow us here are but as a drop in the bucket 
to the ocean of the world.

His influence will ever re 
main, and his tender solicitude continues 
to prevail in the work of the Association.

LYMAN TROWBRIDGE 


Mr. Lyman Trowbridge of Defiance, Ohio, 
was called of God to the realm of business, 
as a Christian gentleman and church work- 
er. While he was a member of the Presby- 
terian Church in his denominational! affilia- 
tions, he was large enough to foster all that 
the Christian Church stands for. Early in 
the life of Defiance College he became one of 
its staunch supporters. It was by his liberal 
giving that the large dormitory, known as 
Trowbridge Hall, was made possible. He

tion, and his great desire to do the best with 
the money God had enabled him to acquire, 
led him to reduce his philanthropy into that 
which is a perpetual memorial to his royal 
Christian spirit in the building mentioned, 
and thus his works follow him, even into 
Ohio State Christian Association, although 
not a regular member of this Association. 

The Rey. C. A. Williams, who passed out 
of this life in September of this year, was 
also a life member of the Ohio State Chris- 
tian Association, and served it officially.

SESSIONS OF THE WORLD MISSION- 
ARY CONFERENCE AND OTHER 
MEETINGS IN EDINBURGH 


The following arrangements for sessions 
and meetings of the World's Missionary 
Conference in Edinburgh, and admission 
thereto, have been made: 


THE MEETINGS 


All the sessions of the Conference proper, 
morning, afternoon and evening, will be held 
in Assembly Hall. 

Parallel meetings for representative work- 
ers at the Home Base selected by the Mis- 
sionary Boards are to be held in Synod Hall, 
morning, afternoon and evening. The main 
subjects treated will be the same as in As- 
sembly Hall, but while the Conference itself 
will be concerned chiefly with questions of 
missionary administration, the subjects in 
Synod Hall will be discussed from the point 
of view of those who are workers for the 
missionary cause at home. It is hoped to 
make the series of meetings in Synod Hall 
of the utmost service to those whose inter- 
ests are in the Home Base of Missions,— 
ministers, laymen and leaders of work among 
young people. 

A series of evening meetings in a third 
hall in Edinburgh and a few meetings in 
Glasgow are also to be provided. No other 
meetings during the eight days of the Con- 
ference are to be held. 


ADMISSION TO THE HALL 


Admission to Assembly Hall, where the 
Conference proper is to be held, and which 
accommodates over 2,000 persons, will be by 
ticket only. The floor is reserved for the 
official delegates. Official delegates of Amer- 
ican Societies will be furnished with cre- 
dentials through their respective Boards. 
They are expected to pay a registration fee 
of 10s. ($2.50) and will receive free of charge 
proof slips of the Reports of the Commissions 
and a copy of the Conference Hand Book. 
The galleries of Assembly Hall accommodate 
about 1,000 persons and will be occupied by 
missionaries on furlough, wives of delegates 
and other persons not delegates. Special 
tickets admitting to all meetings in Assembly 
Hall will be furnished to missionaries on 
furlough, at 7s. 6p., and to wives of delegates 
at 12s.6p. A set of day tickets admitting to 
all meetings in Assembly Hall will be issued. 
The approximate number of missionaries 
falling to the share of the American Execu- 
tive Committee is 70. All other places in 
the galleries are to be occupied by holders of 
day tickets, the price of which is to be made 
known later. It is not intended that any 
person, excepting the two classes above 
named, shall purchase tickets for two or 
more days. The purpose is to permit as 
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many different persons as possible to have 
a day with the Conference. 

Admission to Synod Hall, which will ac- 
commodate over 2,000 persons, will be by 
ticket only. The entire space, except a cer- 
tain portion reserved for the Scottish Public 
Meetings Committee, will be assigned to the 
Missionary Societies proportionately, that 
is, according to the number of delegates to 
which each society is entitled. Season tick- 
ets admitting to meetings in Synod Hall will 
cost 7s. 6p. ($1.87), but a certain number of 
seats can be reserved up to five minutes 
after each meeting commences, at an addi- 
tional charge of 5s. ($1.25) or 12s. 6p. in all. 


APPLICATION FOR TICKETS 


Applications for tickets to the galleries 
of Assembly Hall for wives of official dele- 
gates must be made direct to the headquar- 
ters of the Conference, and should be ad- 
dressed to the Secretaries, World Missionary 
Conference, 100 Princes Street, Edinburgh, 
Scotland, and should be marked “tickets.” 

Applications for tickets for wives of offi- 
cial delegates should be made before March 
31, 1910. 

Applications for tickets for missionaries on 
furlough may be made at any time, but will 
not be dealt with before March 31, 1910. 
American missionaries may apply to the Sec- 
retaries of the American Executive Commit- 
tee at 156 Fifth Avenue, New York City. 

Applications for tickets for the Synod 
Hall meetings should be made to the Mis- 
sionary Society with which the applicants 
are connected and not to the headquarters 
in Edinburgh or New York. The Missionary 
Societies will determine how the places as- 
signed to them shall be used. The number 
of tickets to Synod Hall, which each Mis- 
sionary Society will have at its disposal, will 
be equal to the number of delegates to which 
it is entitled. 

The price vf season tickets (transferable) 
for the Synod Hall meetings is $1.87, and for 
an additional payment of 5s. ($1.25) or 12s. 
6p. in all ($3.12) numbered seats will be re- 
served for season ticket holders up to five 
minutes after each meeting begins. Visitors 
are advised from Edinburgh to take, as far 
as possible, the special reserved tickets. 

Visitors holding tickets for admission to 
the galleries of Assembly Hall may exchange 
their tickets for any meeting with a person 
holding a season ticket for Synod Hall.

SYNOPSIS OF PROCEEDINGS OF THE 
TRUSTEE MEETING 


The meeting was held at Dayton, Ohio, 
January 6, 7, and was attended by all the 
members with the exception of Rev. G. D. 
Lawrence, who had a good reason for not 
being present. 

Visiting brethren present a part of the 
time were Rev. J. E. Etter, Troy, Ohio; Rev. 
W. D. Samuel, Piqua, Ohio; Rev. B. F. 
Vaughan, Centerville, Ohio; Rev. H. J. 
Rhodes, Franklin, Ohio; Rev. J. G. Bishop 
and Rev. O. W. Powers. 

It was decided to publish the lectures of 
Rev. J. J. Summerbell, on the History of the 
Church of the First Six Centuries; the re- 
quest for their publication was asked for by 
some who had heard them delivered, and the 
manuscript is kindly and freely given by 
the author to the Association. It is hoped 
to make the volume a text-book to be of use 
in our colleges. 

The Committee on Memoriam reported as 
follows: 

WHEREAS, Our venerable and honored 
brother, Rev. Thomas M. McWhinney, D. D., 
for three years editor and publishing agent of 
the HERALD oF GosPEL Liserty; for several 
terms a trustee of the Christian Publishing 
Association; an eloquent and _ successful 
preacher of the Christian denomination for 
many years; an author of several books and, 
withal, a highly respected citizen, has been 
summoned to his heavenly home since our 
last annual meeting, at the ripe age of eighty- 
five years, seven months and eleven days, 
therefore, 

Resolved, That we, the trustees of the 
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Christian Publishing Association, hereby re- 
cord our appreciation of his valuable service 
in connection with this Association, while 
we express our sympathy with the surviving 
members of his family in the loss which they 
have sustained, together with our thankful- 
ness that they have the consolation of the 
blessed gospel in this experience, and the 
assurance of a glad reunion on the immortal 
shore. 

Resolved, That a copy of the foregoing pre- 
amble and resolution be spread upon our rec- 
ords, and that the secretary be instructed to 
send a copy of the same to Mrs. McWhinney. 

The usual appropriations for the different 
departments were made, and a new No. 10 
Remington typewriter for use in the editor’s 
office was purchased. 

The statement of the Auditing Committee, 
on another page of this issue shows the finan- 
cial side of the Association’s work. Turn to 
it and study it. 

It was voted to pay one-fourth of the ex- 
penses of Editor Barrett to the World’s Mis- 
sionary Conference at Edinburgh, Scotland, 
next June, to represent our Church. 

Steps were taken to aid O. W. Powers in 
his Ministerial-Church Bureau work—the get- 
ting together of pastorless churches and 
churchless pastors. 

The trustees will visit the conferences this 
year on the same plan as last year. 

The new Christian Hymnary has received 
such a warm welcome by our people that a 
second edition of 2,000 has been ordered. 

The text from the American Standard edi- 
tion of the Revised Bible is to be given the 
first place in our Sunday-school Quarterlies. 

The Secretary of the Christian Publishing 
Association is to be the editor of the 1911 
Christian Annual, and is instructed to have 
it on sale by December, 1910, “whether the 
reports of conferences and departments are 
all in or not.” (It may be well for some to 
make a note of this). 

NOTES 


1. The business is in a prosperous condi- 
tion, but it can be made better. 

2. The trustees met for business, and ac- 
complished much in a little while. 

3. The blessing of God was asked upon 
each session, and all felt its presence. 

4. As an Association we are beginning to 
see where much help may be rendered to 
the church at large; the debt is getting very 
small, and the prospects for business and 
usefulness are good. . 

5. For the remainder of this Quadrennium, 
and for the coming one, the watchword of 
the Christians is to be: Advance! Advance! 
and the editor of the HERALD or GosPEL LIB- 
ERTY, and each trustee, is asked to write one 
or more articles along this line.

It was his genius to select and ex- 
press, whether incidentally, as in his Idyls, 
or purposely and elaborately, as in his In 
Memoriam, the essence of English aspiration 
and achievement of his century. And the 
form he gave it has a perfection and charm 
of its own which insures its permanence as 
art.—Universalist Leader.

——Mont Pelee volcano, in Martinique, is 
reported to be active again. 

——Nearly 6,000,000 Bibles were distrib- 
uted last year by the British and Foreign So- 
ciety. 





The new United States battleship 
Michigan has been presented with a silk flag 
which cost $325.00 

—It is claimed that the smallest inhab- 
ited island in the world is the rock on which 
the Eddystone lighthouse stands. 

——The mayor of Baltimore has an- 
nounced that the city employees must stay 
sober, or, presumably lose their positions. 

—According to Dr. Jackson, a skin spe- 
cialist, one of the great causes of pellagra is 
the drinking of whiskey manufactured from 
mouldy corn. 

——wWork has already begun on the first 
gyroscope railway in America at Westmins- 
ter, B. C. It is to be devoted to commer- 
cial transportation purposes. 

——Since the first Monday of December, 
1909, 1,606 bills, or proposed laws, and 121 
resolutions have been introduced into the 
national House of Representatives. 

——A Chicago judge has decided that it 
is unlawful for a landlord to refuse to rent 
a house or apartment to a family just be- 
cause there are children in the family. 
There are five thousand one hundred 
and seventeen foreign missionaries in the for- 
eign field to-day sent from the United States, 
of whom 2,063 are men and 3,054 are women. 

——It is stated that there are nearly 
5,000,000 self-supporting women in the Uni- 
ted States alone, and it is difficult to find a 
branch of trade in which they are not doing 
successful work. 

——Between eight and ten willion Red 
Cross stamps were sold in New York before 
Christmas. This idea has been a most popu- 
lar one, and the public have responded most 
generously everywhere. 

——The movement to make Easter an im- 
movable festival like Christmas, and fix as 
the definite date the Sabbath after April 4, 
is assuming large dimensions, especially 
among the commercial classes of Europe. 





——Mrs. Russell Sage made her customary 
Christmas offering to the Central Park em- 
ployees. This year her gifts amounted to 
$1,925, consisting of 385 five-dollar gold 
pieces, one for every man and woman in the 
park paid less than three dollars a day. 


—Swedish doctors are about to take one 
hundred confirmed drunkards and treat 
them in accordance with the latest cura- 
tive methods. It is reported that the gov- 
ernment has in view legislation making the 
treatment of habitual drunkards compulsory. 


——In New York recently indictments 
were returned against twenty-seven persons, 
including dressmakers, milliners, importers 
and persons employed on the steamship piers, 
for smuggling costly gowns, laces, etc., in 
trunks from Paris and elsewhere. It is 
said that this smuggling. carried on by 








methods devised by a man formerly em- 
ployed in the customs service, has cost the 
Government $1,000,000 a year for the last 
five years. 

——aA suicide in Cheyenne, Wyoming, who 
was a member of a wealthy eastern family, 
but came to grief through drinking, left a 
note to the coroner that he might study the 
effects of alcohol on the nerves and brain 
of an ordivary man. 

——The oldest woman in the United 
States, as it is supposed, died recently in 
Philadelphia ; a Mrs. Makedensky, 115 years 
old. She was born at Kiev, Russia, and 
did not come to this country until she was 
already quite old. She leaves about 150 
descendants. 

——An evidence of the deep interest taken 
in the Student Volunteer Movement was 
shown at the session of the quadrennial con- 
vention at Rochester, N. Y., Dec. 31, when 
following a talk by the chairman of the 
convention an amount estimated at from 
$15,000 to $20,000 was subscribed for the 
work. 

—-After hanging one man and sentenc- 
ing another to twenty years’ imrisonment, 
a prisoner confined in the Moundsville, Va., 
penitentiary, confesses that he is the one 
that committed the crime of killing a man in 
Wa.hington, Pa. Remorse seems to have 
overtaken the man, who is in prison for an- 
other grave offence. 

——The American Bible Society found it- 
self just $42,612.80 short of the $500,000 
sought by subscription in order to qualify for 
a similar sum offered by Mrs. Russell Sage. 
But though the time limit, previously ex- 
tended from Dec. 31 by Mrs. Sage, now ex- 
pires again, Mrs. Sage, Jan. 5th, granted an- 
other brief extension. 

——tThe treasurer of American missions in 
Constantinople cables that 80,000 people are 
starving among the Armenians, the sufferers 
from the massacres, and that 5,000 orphans 
must be cared for. This work of caring for 
the children is carried on by the National 
Armenian and India Relief Association in 
Massachusetts. Thirty dollars will care for 
an orphan for a year in Cilicia. 


——tThe attention of the mayor of Chica- 
go is to be called to the fact by a monster 
petition that there are 2,000 places in 
that city where liquor is sold without 
license—more “blind pigs” than exist in 
the prohibition states of Maine and 
Kansas put together—all this in addition to 
the 7,000 licensed saloons which break the 
law and the conditions of their license every 
Sunday. 

——John D. Rockefeller, Jr., has been ap- 
pointed by the judge of the General Sessicas 
of Courts of New York City as foreman of 
a “white slavery” grand jury. Mr. Rocke- 
feller was chosen to head an investigation 
into the white slave traffic and every other 
form of immorality. United States immi- 
gration officers, various societies of the city, 
and the district attorney’s office are uniting 
at the beginning of a new administration 
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to stamp out infamy, and no slight task 
lies ahead of the young multi-millionaire 
in this work. 

——A saloonkeeper of Greencastle, Ind., 
has been sued for damages by a woman 
whose husband, while intoxicated on liquor 
sold by the defendant, was struck by a street 
car and suffered the loss of a leg. The com- 
plainant asks for $2,000 damages. 

——What is said to be the longest rail- 
‘oad train ever drawn by a single engine 
passed over the Virginian Railway the last 
week in December. The train consisted of 
120 steel coal hoppers, each 44 feet long 
and each loaded with 50 tons of coal. A 
compound engine, a tender and caboose 
made up the rest of the train. From cow- 
eatcher to caboose the train was six feet 
more than a mile long. The coal is valued 
at $18,000. 

——Mrs. Elizabeth S. Huxley, who recent- 
ly died in New York, was in the service of 
the Children’s Aid Society’s Elizabeth Home 
for Girls, in New York City, for fifty-four 
years. In all the years of her service Mrs. 
Huxley cared for upward of 20,000 girls, sent 
over 300 out annually for various duties such 
as stenography, typewriting, dress-making 
and laundry work. Her influence and train- 
ing are to be held responsible for the fact 
that 12,000 women have led useful and bet- 
ter lives. 

——A petition bearing 1,000,000 signatures 
is to be presented to this Congress, praying 
for a constitutional amendment that will add 
the word “sex” to the amendment to the 
Constitution, so that it will read: “The right 
of citizens of the United States to vote shall 
not be denied or abridged on account of sex, 
race, color, or previous condition of servi- 
tude.” There are already about 800,000 
signatures. The committee in charge says 
that the governors of nearly all the states 
have signed. 

— —More than 100,000 pounds of frozen 
food has been condemned by Dr. G. Koeler, 
chief food inspector, and his aids, recently. 
In all, more than seven carloads of fruit and 
vegetables came under the ban of the food 
inspectors and was ordered destroyed. The 
produce is valued at about $6,000. It in- 
cluded four carloads of bananas, two car- 
loads of pineapples from Florida, one car- 
load of egg plant and one-half carload of po- 
tatoes from Texas. One-half of the carload 
of potatoes had been distributed before it 
was discovered. 


——Two great questions are now upper- 
most in the minds of the American people— 
the high cost of living and the railway rate 
legislation proposed by President Taft. The 
former subject is coming to the fore in Wash- 
ington. Not only are executive departments 
making exhaustive investigations, but a cam- 
paign on the subject has started up in Con- 
gress. Representative Douglas of Ohio made 
a strong speech in the House recently on the 
high cost of foodstuffs, and Representative 
Hull of Tennessee introduced a resolution pro- 
viding for congressional investigation. It is 
claimed that the price of commodities during 
the past year has risen from eleven to thir- 
ty per cent. and that the increase of wages 
has not kept pace with this high cost of 
living and that millions of people find it im- 
possible to buy food and clothing consistent 
with their urgent needs.

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THE TEACHER'S UNEQUALLED OP- 
PORTUNITY 

The teachers of young people have opportu- 
nities which some of them recognize and ap- 
preciate and some do not. It is from the 
numbers of the latter that sarcasm and ridi- 
cule come. Such may know well their subject. 
but fhey have not discovered their real and 
right object in teaching, to put one into pos- 
session of the facts and principles of a sub- 
ject is something, and a thing necesary quite, 
in education. But to help one as he lays hold 
of facts and principles to build them into the 
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permanent structure of his thought, to make 
them a part of himself, not only intellectu- 
ally but wholly, is a greater thing. Purposes 
should be formed, ideals cherished, methods 
employed, and lives beth built and spent in 
view of all the wisdom, knowledge, learning, 
science, history, literature, philosophy and 
every other gain from study. 

A great and student-loved professor of a 
renowned school, speaking at the Rochester 
Student Convention, showed conclusively that 
a teacher of any subject of the curriculum 
may find occasion, without wandering beyond 
the limits of his province, to impress upon the 
student the meaning of the’subject in hand 
as bearing upon life and conduct. Genteel 
bearing, noble purposes, lofty ideals, becom- 
ing humility. real piety, and all the virtues 
and graces of the catalog may be emphasized 
by the Christian teacher. 

Have we not thought of such exalted work 
and privilege as those particualrly of the 
teacher of the Bible or ethics? And has not 
too often such a subject as history, even 
church history, been viewed as a thing to he 
learned and recited only for the facts, dates, 
and conflicts it offers? The Christian teach- 
er, whether his work be in literature, sci- 
ence, history, or any other subject, even pure 
mathematics, has daily opportunity to take 
the things of God and reveal them unto men. 
And such men! The very cream and flower 
of the age. O. yes, I know that among the 
students registered supposedly for study are 
many that are sour milk and chaff rather 
than cream and flower, but yet what Bis- 
marck said of Germany is true of every 
great land, among the present students are 
the coming leaders and rulers—a third of 
the present students will rule the next gen- 
eration. Shall we teachers appreciate this 
fact, and our opportunity, and do all that in 
us lies, that through this third of the stu- 
dents the Kingdom of Heaven may be brought 
more largely to the earth, because the Christ, 
whom we can reveal and interpret to them 
rules through them?

Introductory Suggestions 
BY T. S. WEEKS, D. D. 


The Sermon on the Mount has been called 
The Inaugural Address of the Heavenly 
King. 

Tradition points out the “mount of beati- 
tudes” as near the town of Saphet. 

These sentiments were well spoken from 
the high places, as they represent the exalt- 
ed ideals of the higher life, and he who lives 
by them will rise above the world and walk 
with God. 


We have here the principles of the king- 
dom, or—The laws of the Kingdom from the 
lips of the King. 

For Blessedness—read felicities, as in Ps. 
i: 

Happiness is as many-sided as human life. 
There is a joy to compensate for every sor- 
row, a gain for every loss. 
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For the’ mourner—comfort; for the op- 
pressed—a relief and a release; for the hun- 
gry-hearted—a satisfaction in righteousness, 
for the merciful—a measure of mercy ; for the 
pure in heart—a vision of God, and for the 
peacemaker—the fellowship of the Mediator 
and sonship to God. 

All these constitute the kingdom of the 
spirit, which is the Kingdom of Heaven. 

These principles are a complete contradic- 
tion of the common customs of carnal men. 

Dr. Vandyke says that Jesus fully de- 
scribes the duty of man to man in one word, 
—Salt.”. We may well add that He also 
defines the duty of all men to all mankind in 
that other word,—“Light.”

Review 


Review the steps that led to the Galilean 
ministry. Call attention to the cause of the 
change of center of activity from Judea to 
Galilee. Emphasize the real purpose of 
Christ’s coming into Galilee; that it was not 
to fulfil prophecy, but rather to preach the 
Gospel. Make clear to the minds of the 
scholars the meaning and significance of re- 
pentance. Give reason why it was necessary 
for Christ to call disciples and train them 
for their work. Was the possession of de 
mons any different than we find it to-day? 
Remind the class of the busy life of the 
Christ. 


Connecting Links 


The miracles performed by Jesus had at- 
tracted to Him a large multitude of people 
from all the surrounding country. There were 
numbers from every part—from Judea and 
Jerusalem in the south, and even from the 
seacoast of Tyre and Sidon: some to hear 
Him, others to be cured of their diseases, 
and many to be delivered from unclean spir- 
its. The Sermon on the Mount seems to 
have been delivered very soon after the call- 
ing of the disciples, and the working of mira- 
cles that immediately followed. Great mul- 
titudes had assembled on the elevation reach- 
ing back to the west from the Sea of Gali- 
lee, and approaching them, he finds a suit- 
able place for a pulpit and begins teaching 
them in this marvelous sermon. 


Geographical Setting 

Locate on the map the Sea of Galilee and 
probable location of the delivering of the 
sermon. Have the class fix in mind the 
physical outlines of Galilee and Upper Pales- 
tine. Where is the traditional site of this 
scene? What was the posture assumed by 
teachers of that day, and was this location 
suitable for the delivering of such a dis- 
course to such a multitude of people? 

Lesson Study 

Place on the blackboard, if you have one, 
the following outline of the lesson, as it is 
developed. 


The Teachings of Jesus—Paradoxical 


and Revolutionary 
As a teacher,.He is our ideal; He sur- 
passes all others. We do not sum up His 


» 
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whole life, when we say He was a teacher. 
He was more than a teacher, and teaching 
was not the chief aim and purpose of His 
coming. He is a Savior, and the prime mis- 
sion of His coming was to save men and 
women. On the other hand, we cannot ade- 
quately describe the ministry of Jesus with- 
out saying that He was a teacher, for the 
instruction that He gave was an important 
part of His ministry. There is something 
peculiarly enriching and uplifting, in all He 
said. He is all the while announcing prin- 
ciples of the most far-reaching application, 
and for spiritual penetration, He was pecu- 
Harly unique. 

He taught by paradoxes as well as para- 
bles. The world had _ been taught that, 
“Blessed are the rich, the successful, the 
winner in the fight, the one escaping punish- 
ment, persecution, and so compromising with 
sin as to seem to succeed.” But Jesus taught 
the opposite. “Blessed are the meek, merci- 
ful, pure in heart and motive, those who are 
persecuted for right-doing, the peace-makers. 
the poor in spirit and those hungry for jus- 
tice.” He said, “I came not to bring peace 
but a sword.” 

It follows that His teaching was revolu- 
tionary. He changed the center of gravity 
in the spiritual world. His teaching was 
diametrically opposed to that of the teach- 
ers of His day. They taught that greatness 
consisted in being served, but He taught that 
he that serves is greatest of all. They said, 
“take care of no one;” but He said, “He 


that seeks to save his life shall lose tt.” 
The Beatitudes 
The Beatitudes are a series of epigrammat- 


ic sentences or expressions that gave a new 
conception of life and a new standard of 
values. Men had valued external things. 
These words teach the value of the inner 
qualities of life. These things are not true 
because Jesus uttered them, but they have 
always been true. They are an expression 
of eternal principles that belong to the very 
nature of the divine life. The blessedness 
promised in them, is not some far-off event 
in some mystic future but is found in the 
obeying of the law in itself. The obedience 
earries with it its own reward. It is the joy 
that grows out of the soul itself, a part of 
the very nature of the soul itself. “Virtue 
can no more be rewarded than joy can; it 
is its own reward.’ The Beatitudes should 
be the goal of every true life. They are the 
ideal that should be crystallized into the 
actual and real every-day experience. 


Some Characteristics of the Citizens of 

the Kingdom 

1. Poor in spirit but rich in the realities 
of life. V. 8. 

Blessed are the poor in spirit. This is not 
poverty of the world’s goods nor of intel- 
lectuality but a deep sense and consciousness 
of a lack of spirituality, of a need of Jesus 
Christ in our life. It means that we feel 
very keenly that we are living far below our 
privilege and that sin has kept us from 
reaching the heights of Christian character 
that are possible for us. But this is nec- 
essary before we can appreciate the real 
meaning of the Kingdom and what obedience 
to its laws will do for us. 

2. Comforted mourners. VY. 4. 

This does not apply so directly to those 
who sorrow because of loss of loved ones and 
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have the promise of comfort, as it does to 
those who are in trouble on account of the 
slavery of a sinful life and an awakening 
to that fact. This logically follows what 
He had just said. The man who is poor in 
spirit is the one who is keenly conscious of 
his sinfulness and suffers from the sharp 
pangs of need. This leads him: to sorrow 
because of the broad and visible gulf between 
his real condition and what he ought to be. 
This brings sadness of heart and unrest, 
which can only find relief and comfort in 
confession and forgiveness. This is the bur- 
den of the promise. 

It is also true that those who mourn shall 
be comforted; not that the sorrow shall be 
removed, but that grace shall be given suf- 
fficient to bear it, and we shall be made hap- 
py even IN our sorrow. Experience has veri- 
fied this in every Christian heart. 

3. The meek inherit the earth. V. 5. 

The sense of personal sin and an imper- 
fect life tends to make one meek. He knows 
himself too well to be vain or proud, but 
feels very keenly his littleness before God. 
Pride carries spiritual devastation with it. 
“Meekness makes spiritual insight easy.” 
One necessary step in the inheritance of the 
earth, is the appreciation of the earth. Only 
the man of humility has the power of ap- 
preciation. The proud man is so busy ap- 
preciating himself that he has no time to 
appreciate anything else. 

4. Satisfied hunger and thirst. YV. 6. 

The Christian who really hungers and in- 
tensely desires to measure up to the stand- 
ards of right doing shall succeed in his ef- 
forts. All the constructive forces of life are 
linked to his endeavor to achieve and reach 
his goal, and his life shall be filled with good 
deeds, and valuable activities. There is great 
power in a strong desire and intense longing. 
The power to execute is measured largely 
by the strength of the resolution and the in- 
tensity of the purpose. 

5. The merciful given mercy. V. 7. 

A knowledge of our own shortcomings and 
a keen sense of our own sin and unfaith- 
fulness leads us to be merciful to others. 
There is a law of divine reaction that says 
“Give and it shall be given unto you.” The 
world gives back something as it has re- 
ceived. If we give mercy and have char- 
ity for others’ weaknesses, they in turn 
will be merciful and charitable to us. For- 
give and it shall be forgiven you. 


6. Heart purity clarifies vision. V. 8. 

As an outcome of all that has preceded, 
we will want pure hearts. That alone can 
give us rest. Pure, sincere and unmixed 
with evil or imperfection in motive, pur- 
pose and love. Selfish indulgence, impurity 
of life and carnality of mind destroys spir- 
itual discernment. It is easy for the voluptu- 
ary to be a skeptic. The man of purest life 
is the man of clearest vision. Only those 
who are like God can see Him and appre- 
ciate Him and understand Him. John un- 
derstood Jesus and really saw Him, but 
Judas never saw Him and never understood 
His real mission and nature. 

7. Peace-makers the sons of God. V. 9. 

Those whose whole influence makes for har- 
mony where there has been disorder, are fel- 
low workers with God. Even when he brings 
a sword in the battle with wrong, the ulti- 
mate end is peace. To be a peace-maker, 
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one must first have passed through all the 
experiences outlined in the first eight verses. 

8. Persecution for righteousness’ sake a 
privilege and blessing. V. 10, 

Take notice that the emphasis is placed on 
the word “Falsely.” There is no blessing if 
the persecution is merited. But blessed are 
they who have enough of the positively good 
in them, and do enough in establishing the 
kingdom of righteousness in the earth, to 
stir up opposition and persecution. The 
blessing comes in the consciousness of being 
in the right and that they have the keys to 
the kingdom. There is nothing so blessed 
as to know one is right and that one is euf- 
fering for the right. 


Stupy IN SALT. V. 13. 


Salt is for the dead and not for the living. 
It must come in contact with the article to 
be preserved. We must come in vital con- 
tact with the sinful world if we would save 
and preserve it. The Christian is the saving 
element of society. Eliminate him and so- 
ciety decays and becomes corrupt. Even the 
most pronounced enemy of the church would 
not be willing to see it removed from our 
midst. But if the Christian lose his saving 
quality, the very quality which gives him 
worth is lost, then he becomes positively in- 
jurious as well as useless. This old world 
must have salt. Let every believer re- 
tain his saltiness.

Primarily the joy 
caused by their coming would be because of 
better facilities for learning English. Never- 
theless if English gives the point of contact, 
it ought to be worked for all it is worth; and 
the opportunity it affords of coming into con- 
tact with young people in country places is 
practically unlimited. In this kind of work 
for reaching the student class, the influence 
of a Japanese as compared to that of a for 
eigner is hardly to be counted. 

I believe there are hundreds of young peo- 
ple in our American colleges who will be glad 
to choose for their life work the evangeliza- 
tion of “Beautiful Japan,’ when the way is 
opened by consecrated people to send them on 
this glorious mission. Truly the fields are 
white.

that the test will be an eminently reasonable 
and practical one, similar to that applied to 
applicants at the twelfth census. It will 
consist of filling out a sample schedule of 
population from a description, in narrative 
form, of typical families; and, in the case of 
enumerators whose work will be in the rural 


districts, they will be called upon to fill out 
an additional sample schedule of agriculture, 
from information furnished by the Census 
Bureau. 

All persons, whether women or men, who 
may desire to become census enumerators 
must be citizens of the United States; resi- 
dents of the supervisor’s district for which 
they wish to be appointed; must be not less 
than 18 nor more than 70 years of age; must 
be physically able to do the work; must be 
trustworthy, honest and of good habits ; must 
have at least an ordinary education and must 
be able to write plainly and with reasonable 
rapidity. 

Those who can comply with these require- 
ments are invited to put in their applica- 
tions, as there will be at least 68,000 enu- 
merators’ places to be filled by the middle of 
March in preparation for the enumeration 
beginning April 15th. : 

Application forms, with full instructions 
for filling-in, and complete information con- 
cerning the test and the method of appoint- 
ment, can be secured by writing to the super- 
visor of census for the _ supervisor’s 
district in which the applicant lives. 
All applications, properly filled-in, must be 
filed with the supervisors not later than Jan- 
uary 25th, as any received after that date 
eannot be considered.

THE UNION QUESTION 

I have been filing some of my Missionary 
Reviews the past week and I was impressed 
with the number of clippings which I had 
made on the union question, It seems real- 
ly to be more of account in the fields afar 
than in some ways here at home and the spir- 
it of willingness to surrender petty things 
larger there than here, where in some view- 
points it is more essential than where there 
is so wide a territory for every one to work 
without trespassing on the grounds of each 
other. I was more than moved at the ex- 
pression of unity in British East Africa 
where forty-five missionaries representing 
eight different societies came together with 
the purpose of forming a native ehureh and 
the basis of union was to be in part as fol- 
lows : 

1. The Bible to be accepted as the stand- 
ard of belief. 

2. That the apostie’s creed and the Ni- 
cene should be accepted as an expression of 
the faith of the church. 

3. That the two sacraments should be 
duly administered. 

4. That there should be a duly ordered 
and properly safeguarded ministry in the 
church. 

Does not that seem like the ground upon 
which the fathers of the Christian Church 
started after all? There were several union 
schools that I noted: Union theological 
school for four missionary societies in So. 
India, another for four other mission so- 
cieties in West China, union medical in East 
China and a union woman's at Pekin for 
six societies. In Chili it has been found ex- 
pedient for union because so many different 
churches seem to make it harder for the na- 
tives to understand the mission of the work- 
ers.

Sast Africa. 
There was the fact of the out of propor- 


tion of things where we have a minister for 
every five hundred here, and the field abroad 
only has one to 114,000 in Japan, one to 
165.000 in India. one to 220,000 in Africa and 
in China the still larger proportion of one 
to 437,000. 

In the face of these facts how can we be 
justified in crowding in our respective 
churehes just to keep the “traditions” and 
the history? Is not the kingdom of God

more essential than the holding up of 
ehurches in communities where they are 
crowded ? 

Mr. Robert FE. Speer said, “I have no de- 


sire to extend Vresbyterinnism in the Ori- 
ent.” 

Not that he wished to be disloyal to the 
ehurch to which he happens to belong. but 
rather that the cause of the Master is hin- 
dered there by these sectarian divisions even 
more than they are ut home where we have 
become to understand in part these party 
names. The writer can go even farther than 
Mr. Speer in saying that he has no desire 
to spread the Christian Church at home as 
a denomination just to build up a denomi- 
nation, but rather to see the Kingdom of 
God united, as one grand whole, fighting the 
enuse which we have espoused: and which 
has been committed to us. Rev. Arthur 8. 
Lloyd. D. D., secretary of the Episcopal Mis- 
sionary Society has spoken his thought in 
words to this effect that it is one of the best 
signs of the times that when Christians get 
together they apologize for being apart. 


Here are a collection of thoughts gathered 
at random on this great and vital question 
and what do they teach us? That the truth 
is being emphasized abroad and is to some

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almost a necessity in some places and that 


*xtent here. That union is expedient 
we are not dealing with the Lord’s money 
judiciously in spending it simply to keep up 
a church because it has had a history. The 
writer feels that here in New England that 
one of the most important issues for the 
church to settle is this very question and 
that it ought to be settled as soon as possible 
in order that we may reach these foreigners 
which are yearly swarming over our hills 
and valleys. 

That the Christian Church ought to stand 
in the foreground of this movement and take 
her place, not so much to build up another 
denomination, but to bring about the spirit 
of our Lord's teachings “that they may be 
one.” We were the prime movers in this 
work a century ago and we should be to-day, 
and vet when anything is started there is a 
feeling that we are going to lose ourselves. 
What if we do’ What if the Christian 
Chureh as such is lost sight of? Cannot we 
afford to lose if others are: willing to lose 
as well? Did not the Master say that he 
who lost his life for the gospel’s sake should 
find it? We certainly have lost here in New 
England for the last twenty years and had 
we taken a little larger idea of this spirit of 
unity I am thinking that we might have 
heen considered of great and lasting benefit 
in the carrying out of this union. 

Union everywhere and shall we stand in 
the foreground or simply say come to us and 
we will receive you. The writer feels that 
the spirit of federation ought to be one of 
the most vital and pressing that we agitate 
at our grent meeting in October.

WESTPORT, MASS. 


To the many friends of Sister Mabel Fran- 
cis inquiring after her welfare we would re- 


ply: She has gone to Japan, arriving at 
Yokohama, November 25th. Sister Francis 
decided during the summer, after much 


prayer, that the denomination called “Chris- 
tian,”” to which she belongs, and under whose 
Mission Board she expected to go out was 
not in a condition to send an evangelist to 
foreign fields at present, and as she did not 
feel called upon to go as a teacher, thought 
it would be better to go forth under the aus- 
pices of the Christian and Missionary Alli- 
anee. She remains. however, a member of 
the So. Westport Christian. church and is 
deeply interested in the affairs of her own 
denomination both at home and in foreign 
lands, 

It may encourage some Christian worker. 
or may be some one who is tempted to doubt 
the power of Christian experience in the 
world in these days, if I, who have known 
Miss Francis through all her experiences, 
give a brief statement of her career. 


Her public labors as an evangelist began 
eleven years ago in the town of Tamworth, 
N. H., when she was but eighteen years old. 
The great Congregational chureh at Tam- 
worth village was filled to overflowing for 
several weeks every evening to hear the 
girl preacher, whose sermons at that time 
were mostly made up of her own experience 
and selected illustrations from the sermons 
of evangelists such as Chapman, Moody. 
Whittle. Spurgeon. and others. The con- 
verts numbered about one hundred; and some- 
what to the surprise of observers who were 
making a study of her work, a large propor- 
tion of the converts were the men of the 
community. 

After the Tamworth campaign she held 
similar meetings at Conway, Freedom, Sand- 
wich, and many other places in New Eng- 
land with memorable results. She has also 
spent two years in Rescue Mission work in 
Brockton, Mass., and three years in schools 
for missionary training. During the time 
she has heen thus engaged her entire income 
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has been expended in the interests of the 
cause of Jesus Christ. She received her call 
to the foreign field (a very marked experi- 
ence) at a missionary meeting held by the 
Christians’ Woman’s Board of Missions at 
Haverhill, Mass. 

While engaged with others in united pray- 
er those Sunrise Islands were spread out be- 
fore her consciousness in a vision. From 
that time forward although God has blessed 
her labors as in the past, yet her heart has 
been divided and the power of the new call 
was with her continually, even in the most 
interesting hours of revival service. When 
at last definite directions from the Alliance 
Board informed her that her station was to 
be Hiroshima, Japan, and that now she 
might, according to the Board’s custom with 
its outgoing missionaries, travel among the 
churches where she was acquainted in order 
to raise money for her outfit and passage 
and first year’s salary; and in order that 
the home constituency may be the better ac- 
quainted with their workers, Sister Francis 
took the action of the Board as a voice from 
the Master, for which she had been listening 
and praying for many months. And then 
began with her another series of experiences 
which many of the dear followers of Christ 
will recognize as up-to-date continuations of 
the Acts of the Apostles—a succession of 
twentieth century miracles—genuine and ac- 
credited. The needed money came in like a 
“financial shower” until the set limit was 
reached and much more. The elect ladies 
of certain churches who had known Sister 
Francis, made their needles fiv on her out- 
fit. Useful articles of clothing and other 
needful things were furnished in abundance, 
until a splendid and adapted outfit was 
packed and in readiness. 

Rev. H. J. Rhodes kindly gave her his 
Anglo-Japanese dictionary, a railroad friend 
looked after the tickets and baggage; and 
away went this daughter of Zion on the wings 
of prayer, praising God and declaring that 
she had waited God’s time in faith and 
proved that the gifts and calling of God are 
without repentance. 


The last meetings our sister held before 
her departure was in Toledo, and here God 
showed her a very significant mark of ap- 
proval. Several seekers came to the altar, 
among whom was a man widely known—past 
middle life—a drunkard and an object of 
pity. As he knelt at the altar the great 
transformation took place and his counte- 
nance was so changed as to be an object of 
much comment. Two days were spent pleas- 
antly with relatives in Seattle, and Novem- 
ber ninth, with joy and trust and a con- 
sciousness of the divine leading, she embarked 
on the Steamer Tongo Morn for her long 
voyage. In a card written about this time 
she says, “I leave behind all that earth holds 
dear, but the fellowship of Jesus is more 
than it all.” 


As it was expected that our sister should 
travel alone and those Northern Pacific wa- 
ters are apt to be very rough in winter, much 
prayer had been offered by her relatives and 
friends for good weather and a safe voyage. 
It came about that a strong east wind caused 
the little steamer to ride very steadily most 
of the way. The officers declared this to be 
a very unprecedented circumstance, but Miss 
Mabel knew that she had seen her mother’s 
face upturned in prayer to Him “who holds 
the waters in the hollow of his hand;” and 
the 4,000 miles of smooth waters were but 
the normal dividends from such an invest- 
ment. So pleasant was the sailing that our 
passenger was enabled to prosecute her Jap- 
xnese studies and do some missionary work 
among the folks on shipboard. The men with 
whom she had frequent conversations about 
the Savior of the world were, to say the 
least, deeply interested ; while at the Sunday 
morning service which she conducted, she 
had the joy of seeing the stewardess embrace 
Jesus Christ as her Lord—perhaps her first 
gathered jewel of Japan for the Master’s 
crown. 

The captain, a man of: intelligence, and, 
by the way, a very good English scholar, 
gave her much valuable help in her study

THE ANNUAL MEMORIAL REPORT OF 
THE EEL RIVER CHURCH, KOS- 
CIUSKO COUNTY, INDIANA 


The year of 1909 has seen the passing of 
the last of the twenty-six of heroic faith 
who were the charter members of the Eel 
River church, which was organized July 
23, 1842. We, of to-day, can scarcely realize 
the struggles, the privations and sacrifices of 
the pioneer churches. ‘The Eel River Con- 
ference had not at that time been organized, 
and in all its bounds there were only a few 
scattered churches, without chapels, with- 
out regular pastors and separated by miles 
of wilderness. 

One of these souls of courage and faith 
was Mrs. Elizabeth Hale, who died May 23, 
1909, aged 91*years, 4 months and 27 days. 

Mrs. Hale had placed her membership in 
the Collomer church in recent years, it being 
nearer her home, but lived to see three gen- 
erations of her descendants attend the church 
she and her husband helped to establish.
